WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The Amer- 
ican Government's Chinese, policy, as 
defined by President Coolidge today, 
is to protect Ameriéan lives. and’ prop- 
erty and to avoid, if possibie, ‘Joining 
the preparations of Great Britain and 
other countries in defense of their con- 
eéssions. “ THe Président seés ‘a cleav- 
age between the Amerftan and British 
policies. Great Britain, has. concessions 
to..-protect.. in .China ig her. policy, 
therefore, is regardéa -as::bound up 
with ‘this considératién, ‘whereas the 
United States has no concessions.’

closed at: the White House ‘after the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee had 
voted 14 to»3 to report favorably the 
Porter resolution® in» form, 
suggesting that the United 
ter into negotiations .f : the’ purpose 
of according China. “and recipro- |’ 
cal. treaties. regarding Chinese tariff, | 
autonomy and extraterritoriality. 

The President's policy in China, as 
elsewhere, it was emphasized at the 
White House, puts first the protection 
of American citizens. Qbvious diffi- 
culties present themselves in a coun- 
try the size of China, with our na- 
tionals scattered throughout its terri- 
tory. President Cbdolidge declared to- 
day that every,effort will be made to 
protect the 4,000 Americans at Shang- 
hai with the forces already in that vi- 
cinity. -It was not indicated that these 
forces would be augmented, although 
250 marines left Guam today for Ma- 
nila to be nearer. 

Instructions have been-sent to Amer- 
ican Consuls in China directing them 
to advise American nationals in their 
respective consular jurisdictions either 
to leave or be prepared to leave at any 
time for port cities where they can be 
more easily protected in the event of 
uprisings against foreigners assuming 
dangerous form. 

Kellogg to Reply to Britain Soon. 

The American Government’s attitude 
on China will be defined in a few 
days in the note Secretary Kellogg will 
dispatch in reply to Great Britain’s 


memorandum of five weeks ago sug- 
gesting more liberal Trentavent of 
China by foreign countries. It is ex- 
pected to touch on the present u rising 
and to recall the traditional policy ot 
the open door this country has main- 
taihed toward China.

For’ several minutes the crowd 
in court préssed around the minister 
to shake his hand, but a demonstra- 
tion of approval of ‘the verdict was 
stopped by Judge ‘Hamilton, who 
threatened $100 fines for spectators 
taking part in it.

The New York: Stock Exchange, in 
conference with international bankers, 
has evolved a plan to open its doors 
to the common stocks of leading in- 
dustrial, railroad and public. utility 
corporations of every foreign country. 
This development, which is expected 
to be a long step forward in the plan 
to make New York the biggest 
and most representative international! 
market in the world, has’ progressed 
so far that the draft of a bill ‘which 
will be: introduced in the New’ York 
Legislature within the next few days 
has been completed. It involves a 
small change’ in the laws of the State 
of New York regarding’ securities, and, 
since no objections nave been raised 
to it, it is “expected the bill will be 


-| passed immediately. 


Under the laws of the State of New 
York certificates of corporations are 
in the form of names and ‘are subject 
to registration. European securities 
are almost all ‘‘bearer shares’’~that 
is, certificates: unregistered in any 
name, each identical with the ‘other in 
every respect. The change in the law 
proposed by the New York Stock Ex- 
change, which has the backing of ‘prac-

He felt that this practice had caused 
investors to, become too greatly, inter- 
ested in the affairs of foreign coun- 
tries and influenced, them ‘“‘to favor the 
foreign coun as against their own.” 

“This. condition,” he said, “today is 
most glaring respecting our debt set- 
tlement with France. Those who are 
doing business in that country are 
unwilling to antagonize those who di- 
rect its affairs or to ruffle the feelings 
either of the press or the people of that 
country, so they pursue the easy way 
and adopt the highly selfish method 
of favoring French interests as against 
the interests of their own country.

Reed Seeks Presidency, He Says. 


“It. is impossible,” Senator Heflin 
went on, “‘to get the truth to the peo- 
ple of the country through the Senate 
press gallery.”’ 

He suggested that Henry Ford estab- 
lish a press bureau in Washington to 
tell the “truth” about what was going 
on, and attacked several newspapers, 
including Tay New York Tmms, de- 
claring that a certain Washington dis- 
patch in the latter was untrue “and 
the man who wrote it knew it was un- 
true when he wrote it.” 


He referred to Senator Reed as “a 
white-headed old candidate for the 
Presidency,’” who was trying to get 
the Catholic vote, and again assailed 
the newspapers by saying that every 
attack on him ‘was written either by 
a Catholic editor or inspired by a 
Catholic. 

Here Senator Ashurst of Arizona in- 
terrupted to:tell how; early in his 
career, he had accused newspapers in 
his State of a conspiracy to keep 
silent about him, adding, ‘‘they ad- 
vised me to join the conspiracy.” 

“Plain talking has to be indulged in,”’ 
Mr. Heflin continued. “I do not intend 
that the subsidized press, the bought 
and owned newspaper busitess of the 
United States or any other influence 
shall assail and misreprésent me and 
try to suppress the truth that I bring 
to this body. 


Life Threatened, Heflin Charges. 


“I have been warned, too, about the 
course I am taking. I have received 
some very threatening and dangerous 
letters. My life has been threatened by 
some of these who do not like my 
course, I have been warned that they 
would take me off if they could do it 
without being discovered. I have had 
friends to tell me that they would look 
out for that and, if anything should 
happen. to me, Lord have mercy on 
some others; and I endorse the senti- 
ment. 

“If anything happens to me and I 
am not permitted to stand in this place 
as an American Senator and sp for 
my people and for my country, if any 
power has arisen in America big 
enough to suppress that, it ought to 
be put down, and if anybody will lend 
himself to a murderous attack on a 
Protestant Senator he ought to be 
murdered, and I sanction his murder.” 


Weather a Factor, McLean Says. 


Senator McLean described the trouble 
in Central America as ‘‘anthropological 
and. meteorological.” He said those 
countries ‘‘would have been drawn and 
quartered long ago by foreign powers 
if it had not been for the protecting 
arm of the United States.” 

Responsibility for what had happened 
in Central America, he declared, could 
not be laid on the United States. He 
believed that the weather and the Crea- 
tor had acted as partners, he said, and 
if this country withdrew from Nicara- 
gua there would then be ‘‘an open sea- 
son” for revolutions “with no limit to 
the bag.”’ 

Senator Edge said: he had hesitated 
to support the resolution because he 
feared advice from Congress would 
confuse and complicate the situation. 
No one had a right to infer from what 
President Coolidge had done that he in- 
tended to use force. Mr. Edge was not 
opposed to arbitration but to giving di- 
rections to the President. 

Senator King was reluctant for sev- 
eral reasons to support the resolution, 
but he criticized the Calles régime. 

“No-one can disguise the fact that 
Sa leans toward Bolshevism,”’ he 
said. 

He had received many letters that in- 
dicated ‘‘some subtle propagandist wes 
behind it,” he added. 

He complained that no settlement 
had been made by Mexico of United 
States claims, and said there seemed 
no intention on the part of the United 
States to protect the person of an 
American or his property in Mexico. 

In reply to a question, he said it 
was absurd to suggest this country 
would go to war with Mexico, 

The resolution on arbitration, Sena- 
tor Pittman said, involved no attempt 
to interfere with the power of the 
President to. sever diplomatic rela- 
tions, 

Senator Gillett said the United States 
should take every step possible to al- 
lay suspicion. as to its purpose in its 
ee ations with Central American coun- 
tries. 


Developments Apparently Awaited. 


Although the view is held by some 
that cancellation by Mexico of oil well 
drilling permits of American companies 
ig tantamount to confiscation, ,there 
has been no admission by Secretary 
Kellogg that this constitutes an overt 
act in the controversy over the’oil and 
land laws.

ot | Thousands Are Idle and Business 


Is Experiencing Effects of 
Curtalled Operations.

MEXICO CITY, Jan, 25.—The seri- 
ousness of the situation created by 
Mexico’s new Petroleum law.and regu- 
lations, which, it was felt, had been 
somewhat. diminished during the last 
few days, has been intensified, in the 
opinion of observers here, by the re- 
fusal of the Mexican Government to 
grant drilling permits to American and 
other foreign oil companies for lands 
acquired before the Constitution of 
1917 went into effect. 

This action of the Government is re- 
garded by oil men as virtual confisca- 
tion because, they say, it prevents 
them from operating on their own 
lands, 

This policy of the Government is 
causing much pessimism in ‘Mexico 
City, and it is generally believed that 
its continuance will force the American 
State Department to break off diplo- 
matic relations in the near future. 

The > a in view of the re- 
fusal of the Department of te gee 
peng a 7 and Labor to grant dri 

ng permits, have been forced to cut 
eid their working forces. This has 
thrown several thousand men out of 
employment in or near Tampico at a 
time when the general economic crisis 
is making itself felt in the city, which 
practically lives on the oil industry. 

During the last few months Tampico 
has been experiencing some depression 
in business, but in the loss of revenue 
which business derives from the ex- 
penditures of the oi] workers the city 
is now faced with the most serious 
crisis that has confronted it since the 
days before the’ oil: industry trans- 
formed it from a collection ‘of huts 
into one of the finest cities in Mexico. 


Possibility of Trouble Seen. 


Observers here say that the presence 
of several thousand idle men in the 
Tampico district is apt to cause 
trouble. There is practically no work 
for them in or near Tampico except in 
the oil industry. 

The companies are continuing to re- 
due their forces. The Huasteca Com- 


pany. has discharged 2,000 and other 
companies have also let men go, but 
the total number of unemployed is not 
yet known. 

While the oil companies are suffering 
financial losses the Mexican Govern- 
ment is also hard hit, for more than 
40 per cent. of its total revenue comes 
from taxes on oil exploitation ang ex- 
ploration. Suspension of operations 
would cause the Government heavy 
losses and force it to revise its budget. 

Business in Mexico City has already 
felt the effects of the curtailed opera- 
tions, and fears are increasing that 
trade will. suffer still further, as the 
rate of exchange on Mexican silver 
for Mexican gold increased two points 
today to 11 per cent.. discount. 


In Court’s Hands, Statement Says. 


The Department of Industry, Com- 
merce and Labor, which is in charge of 
the administration of the oil regula- 


tions, tonight issued a statement say- 
ing that the permits. canceled were 
issued before Dec. 31, with the stipula- 
tion that they would be canceled if the 
holders did not comply with the law. 
The department could do nothing now, 
it added, as the matter was in the 
hands of the courts. 

“Inspired by a spirit of passion and 
bad faith,’’ the statement gays, ‘‘dec- 
larations of certain oil companies are 
attempting to attribute confiscatory 
character to the revocation of drilling 
permits and the refusal to grant re- 
quests for permits to drill on oil lands 
which were not brought under the law 
by their holders before Dec. 31, last, 
the, time limit provided for obtaining 
confirmatory concessions. 

“The public, who do not know the 
history of the case, might well be sur- 
prised by such statements, and on this 
account the Secretary has felt obliged 
to explain the true reasons which de- 
termined the [Government’s] stand, on 
which such unfavorable comments are 
now being made.”

Companies Still Seek Amparos. 

The oil companies are in possession 
of their properties, but it is understood 
that permits previously issued for the 
drilling of new wells in the case of 
companies not complying with the pe- 
troleum law are being cariceled as fast 
as the Government clerks can check 
through the records. 

Oil companies still are filing amparos 
in the various district courts, seeking 
restraining orders against the opera- 
tion of the law.

Blanket Cancellations Reported. 


Blanket cancellations. of all permits

And Strange Inclinations She De-

—Huge Crowd Throngs Trial.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 25.—

was told yesterday by Frances Heenan 
(Peaches) Browning,.tni her own: de-

man. 


Beginning with. acid. burns and. a 
trying, marriage night, Mrs. Browning 
related the vagaries of the eccentric 
millionaire, who brought home. an 
‘‘African honking gander” and a -pink 
frilled teddy bear for his youthful 
wife, threw telephone books at her to 
je ¢ her awake and annoyed her by 
sandpapering. his shoetrees at night 
to make them ‘smaller. He ve her 
valuable jewels, she said, and offered 
to buy her a baby. Japanese princess 
when she wanted a baby. . 

There were, unpleasant. details;. but 
not quite so unpleasant a character as 
expected by those who had the Rhine- 
lander case of a year.ago in mind. 
Mrs. Browning protested against giv- 
ing the details sought, but when she 
found she had to go on she did so 
with a firm and composed voice. 
Those in the court room looked at the 
floor or stared at her, as their. feelings 
dictated, and were glad when the brief 
and unpleasant interlude was over. 


On the Stand All Day. 


Mrs. Browning went onthe stand 
early in the morning and testified 
nearly all day... At times she showed a 
bit of ironic humor, strangely out of 
place in one so young—she is only 16 
years old now—and a poise that would 
have been expected in a woman of 

ture years; Her English was good 
and she surprised.every one by her 
choice of words and her ability to de- 
fine her meaning. Only once.or.twice 
did she use a crude or slangy expres- 
sion. She affected a broad accent, in 
which the a’s rolled out with the most 
approved Boston value. Her voice was 
throaty and not unpleasant. It was this 
mature appearance andher cool eye 
which gave the lie to the baby blond 
curls wandering out from under her: 
blue hat. 

She faltered, though, when she was 
forced to tell how Browning made her 
walk about their bedroom without 
clothes, and to have breakfast with 
him unclad, and of attempts which 
might.be classified as abnormal. 


Breaks Down Once, in Tears. 
When she first reached this point in 
her direct testimony under the guiding 
care of Henry Epstein, her attorney, 
she glanced at one of Browning’s at- 


torneys ‘and suddenly burs* into tears 
as she cried defiantly: . 

“I think if Mr. Browning’s attor- 
neys find it so terribly funny —.” 

Then she stopped, put her head down 
and sobbed. Mr. Epstein asked for a 
recess, and it was not until some time 
later, after another witness had _ tes- 
tified, that she returned to the stand 
and resumed. Again came a point of 
even more repugnant recital,.and she 
appealed to Justice Seeger, who, de- 
spite his evident sympathy with her 
position, told her she would have to 
answer. 

She turned back to face the crowded 
court room, and gasped, in a bare 
whisper that barely reached the ste- 
nographer, ‘‘Oh, I can’t.” But she 
did a moment later, in a voice that

Browning, Delighted, Poses. 


When Browning appeared there were 
ironic yells from small boys and cheers 
from spectators, mingled with a few 
hisses. Browning reached the sidewalk 
and his car. Then he paused, as the 
photographers flocked about him, a 
broad smile on his face. Being photo- 
graphed seems to be his greatest joy 

e. 

“Wait a minute, boys,” he said. “He 
took off his hat, produced a comb from 
his pocket and combed his hair. Then, 
with a smile of happy anticipation, he 
faced the cameras. 

The craving of Browning for publicity 
took: up'a good dealiof Mrs. Browning’s 
recital. She identified picture after 
picture that had been printed in news- 
papers, and told of ‘Browning bringing 
newspaper reporters and photographers 
to her while she was ill in: bed after 
being mysteriously burned by asid and 
making her pose for them; of his per- 
suading her to pose for photographers 
on every trip they made; even having 
her change her dresses and of silly 
postures he had her affect. She told of 
newspaper stories relating her experi- 
ences with Browning which she did not 
write,, but to which’ he had made her 
give her signature, ‘of his seeking pub- 
licity in every possible way, the ad- 
venture of the African honking gander 
at Long Beach being a part of this 
desire of Browning for notoriety. She 
objected at times, she said, but yielded 
to his persuasion. Apparently she 
didn’t mind it herself at times. 


Girl Wife Tells of First Meeting. 


Mrs. Browning told of first meeting 
Browning at a dance at the Hotel 
McAlpin on March 5, 1926. She went 
with a boy companion. After she had 


been introduced to. Browning she gave 
him her address, and ten days later 
he took her to dinner at the Ever- 
glades, a night club, and then to the 
Greenwich Village Follies. She was 
asked if she introduced him to her 
mother. 

“Pos-i-tive-ly,” she replied. This was 
a favorite word and pronunciation. 
When she spoke of a dance it was 
with a broad “a,” and the word 
“Pla-a-aza”’ rolled unctuously from 
her lips. ; 
- Browning made a dashing entrance 
into her life, that first night he took 
her out, for he bought her a bunch of 
orchids and two dozen roses and car- 
nations for her mother. She noticed 
the night he took her to the Plaza, on 
St. Patrick’s Day, that he was rather 
peculiar because he “seemed to have 
hundreds of green handkerchiefs in his 
pockets which he gave to the young 
ladies.”’ 

The first suggestion that he liked 
pictures of women lightly clad was 
when he took her to “A Night in 
Paris” and bought her a book of nude 
pictures, which he told her to take 
home ‘with her. He saw her nearly 
every day until she was “‘hurt’’—as she 
called the burning of her face with 
acid on March 27. The Sunday before 
he had proposed to her and had sent 
his secretary first to ask her how old 
she was. She told Browning, she said, 
that they must wait until she was 16. 


Acid Burns Still Unexplained. 


Then. she related the incident of the 
acid burns, something which has never 
been explained and was not explained 
yesterday. She was all alone in her 
mother’s apartment, she said, and the 
doors were locked. She woke up, 
slightly dazed, to feel a burning sensa- 


tion on her face. She went to the bath- 
room and washed her face with water 
and then telephoned to her mother, 
who said, ‘‘My goodness!” and hurried 
down to her home from the home of a 
woman she was nursing. 

After some time a physician was 
called, and then came _ detectives. 
Later, under cross-examination, she 
told John E. Mack, Browning’s trial 
counsel, that she did not know even 
now how she was burned, but that 
lately she had begun to suspect that 
Browning, while he did not do it him- 
self, had “something to do with it.” 
This vague allusion was never made 
any clearer and the burns continue to 
be a mystery. 

Browning called every day while she 
was confined to her bed, she said, 
bringing.» her flowers, and on Easter 
Sunday insisted on having reporters 
come up to her room while she sat up 
in bed. “They were only allowed to 
stay five minutes,’’ she said, naively. 

Finally came the time when the Chil- 
“‘dren’s Society took the position that 
her mother was an improper guardian 
for “her, and Browning asked her to 
run away’ and get married. She told 
him she would do anything to get out of 
the city, and the next day, April 9, it 
was arranged that they should go ta 
Cold Spring, N. Y¥., and be married. 
In-a day or two they did so, and after 
the marriage by a Justice of the Peace 
they drove back to the Gramatan Inn, 
in Bronxville, Browning stopping in

Browning’s sense of humor was a bit 
warped, his wife thought, because 
when they: were at Kew Gardens Inn 
he used to bring out queer things, like 


when they were lifted, and have them 
sent to the tables of others in the room 
when they were having breakfast. 

“He thought it was very funny, but 
nobody else did,” she said. 


Eccentricities Broke Her Nerve. 


She began to'break down nervously 
under the life she was leading, she 
said. Her first nervous attack came 
after Browning had kept her awake 
one night sandpapering his shoe trees 
to make them smaller. When she fi- 
nally fell asleep he threw a telephone 
book at ‘her and woke her up, and the 
next time she dozed off he put an 
alarm clock under her ear. It was 
then 4:30 o’clock in the morning, and 
the sandpapering was still going on, so 
she dressed and said she was going out 
anywhere. 

“Then he started to cry, and got 
down on his knees and said he would 
never act that way again, and I said 
I would stay,”’ she said. 

Dorothy Sunshine, the well-grown 
ten-year-old girl who was adopted by 
Browning, came into the story then. 
Mrs. Browning said that while Dorothy 
was at Kew Gardens, Browning would 
not sleep with her [Mrs. Browning] be- 
cause he thought it would make her 
more nervous, and that he used to go 
into Dorothy Sunshine’s room at night 
because the child moaned in her sleep. 
In crosgs-examination by Mr. Mack she 
elaborated on this, and revealed that 
she had expostulated with Browni: 
concerning his attitude to the child. 

It was at Kew Gardens also that he 
threatened to kill her and her mother, 
she said, and it was there that she 
awoke one night to find him in weird 
pajamas, on his hands and knees on 
the floor and ‘‘making funny noises.” 
She told him to stop it immediately. 


Now a 160-Pound Young Bride. 


Mr. Mack wanted to know on cross- 
examination if it were not to prevent 


her being taken from her mother by 
the Children’s Society that Browning 
married her, but she denied this. De- 
spite her nervous condition which de- 
veloped during her marriage, her 
weight increased from 140 to 160 
pounds, said Mrs. Browning. In an- 
swer to a estion she modestly said 
that she did not think she had a good 
figure, although she was not ashamed 
of it. 


Browning did give her some costly 
presents, she said, one a ring worth 
$1,500 and a bracelet worth $2,600, but 
the other bits of jewelry he gave her 
were just ‘‘faxes.” Mr. Mack also 
brought out that her mother receired 
an allowance from Browning. 

Mr. Mack joked her about the gan- 
der, which she told him she hated, and 
the three little pups, until she began 
to cry and said it wasn’t a joke to 
her. And he seemed amused when in 
telling how Browning locked her in 
her room at the Fort William Henry 
Hotel at Lake George she‘said she 
did not dare telephone the’ office to 
be released, because she was afraid 
* going ‘‘through the long dark halls 
alone.’’ 


Testimony About Her Nerves. 


Dr, George A. Blakesley, a neurolo- 
gist at the Post-Graduate and Beek- 
man Street Hospitals, testified during 
Mrs. Browning’s brief absence from the 
stand, that Mr. Browning and his wife 
had come to him on Sept. 18, 1926, so he 
might treat the wife for a nervous dis- 
order. 

“She was having nervous attacks in 
the morning,’’ he said, “‘and sometimes 
a rasping and choking sensation in her 
throat. At times she was convulsive 
and on several occasions lost conscious- 
ness. This would be followed by im- 
paired memory.” 

He said he told Mrs, Browning to get 
plenty of fresh air, and gave her some 
medicine. He testified that both Mr. 
Browning ana his wife had been to his 
office on numerous occasions since the 
first visit. Under cross-examination 
he said Mrs. Browning’s mother also 
had come to the office, and had told 
him her daughter had suffered from 
these attacks since the Summer of 1921. 

The hearing will be resumed this 
morning at 10 o’clock.

WILLIS HITS ‘STRAW VOTES’ 


Senator Says Prohibition Wit! Not 
Be Repealed—Andrews Declares 
Congress Is Indifferent. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 ().—Mili- 
tant prohibition advocates. sounded 


anew the tocsin of law observance and 
enforcement: today when six hundred 
members .of the National Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union met here 
for a three-day conference and cheered 
a@ score of speakers, each of whom 
— defiance at foes of the dry law. 

Ww. 

The conference, which is to. focus 
attention on the problem of law en- 
foreement and the promotion of legis- 
lation to that.end, has mobilized, in 
addition to its own officials, a. dozen 
Government officials. and Congres- 
sional dry leaders for discussion of the 
law observance question. 

Speakers at today’s opening session 
included Mrs, Ella A. .Boole of Brook- 
lyn, President of the organization; 
Lincoln C. Andrews, chief of the Gov- 
ernment’s prohibition forces, and Rear 
Admiral Billard,.Commandant of the 
Coast Guard. Among those on the 
program for addresses tonight was 
Senator Willis, Republican, of Ohio. 

“The Eighteenth Amendment,” said 
Senator Willis, “‘was made a part of 
the Constitution after a long and 
thorough campaign of education. It 
was not adopted through snap judg- 
ment, but only after the fullest con- 
sideration and most thorough deliber- 
ation on the part of the people.” 

“Those who dislike the Eighteenth 
Amendment have a perfect right to 
agitate for its répeal, but it cannot 
and will not be repealed by indirec- 
tion,’’ the Senator said, adding: 

“The amendment will not be re- 
pealed by straw votes and mass meet- 
ings. It was written into the Consti- 
tution in the only way the Constitu- 
tion provides. It can be taken out of 
the Constitution in the same way. The 
amendment will not be repealed and it 
will be enforced.” 


Andrews Urges Medicinal Bill. 
In his address General Andrews told 


the delegates that the sale of medicinal 


whisky in the open market would favor 
the bootleggers. He sought support for 
the bill now before Congress providing 


El for the establishment of a Govern- 


ment-controlled corporation for the 
production of medicinal spirits. 

“My fight in the House Ways and 
Means Committee is not progressing 
any too happily, and I did not encoun- 
ter any undue eagerness to get behind 
law enforcement,” he said, appealing 
for cooperation in ‘‘rearousing the 
American people to a sense of its re- 
sponsibility to the Government.’’

in the shipping centres and in the 
rum smuggling ships themselves. 


The Bridge Whist Club. 


“Without our knowledge, the chief 
prohibition investigator organized the 
so-called Bridge Whist Club, to en- 
able his agents to establish intimate 
relations with the smugglers and to 
learn their methods of procedure for 
importing and distributing and for pro- 
tecting their agents in these opera- 
tions. None of this work has been 
directed toward obtaining information 
or evidence other than that connected 
with large bootlegging rings, and the 
so-called speakeasies were used only 
in the early stages of our investiga- 
tions and were discontinued after the 
information desired was obtained. 

“The information and evidence ob- 
tained by the headquarters investigat- 
ing force resulted in such a detailed 
record of ships and their illegal opera- 
tions as to enable the Government to 
negotiate an arrangement with the 
British Government last July which 
is resulting in the practical elimina- 
tion of rum smuggling from overseas. 

“The under-cover work done in Nor- 
folk, Va., was an exception to the 
work of the headquarters investigating 
force and was made at the earnest 
solicitation of prominent citizens of 
Norfolk, who appeared before Mr. An- 
drews with a plea for assistance, ask- 
ing that an agent be assigned to the 
City Manager of Norfolk to work with 
him under cover in his effort to clean 
up the city from rum traffickers. It 
happened that one agent had just com- 
pleted an assignment and was avail- 
able and this request was granted. 


IHegal Methods Disapproved. 


“He was later joined by a second 
agent, at the request of city and 
county officials working in coopera- 
tion with the United States District 
Attorney, and. remained after closing 


up the pool room to assist in under- 
cover work against illicit distillers and 
bootleggers and those who were be- 
lieved to be giving them protection, 
The instructions. given these agents, in 
connection with this work, are included 
in the above correspondence and clear- 
ly show the department’s disapproval 
of the use of illegal methods. 

“In addition to these two activities, 
prohibition agents under the guidance 
of State Director R. Q. Merrick in 
December, 1924, with the approval of 
the Federal Court, carried on certain 
trafficking in smuggled liquor in 
connection with getting evidence of 
the ‘smuggling activities across the 
Canadian ier in Northeastern New 
York. The details of this undertaking 
have been ‘reported ‘by Mr. Merrick 
for your information.

“Several of the dealers in Albany 
and Troy gave them letters of intro- 
duction to persons in Plattsburg and 
Champlain, N. Y., who.were in the 
liquor business, and the agents about 
the middle of December drove from 
Albany to Plattsburg, where they pre- 
sented their letters of introduction to 
the different dealers and purchased 
liquor and beer. 

“The agents were instructed to keep 
their expenses as low as possible and 
they were ordered to confine their 
purchases to not more than ten cases 
of beer, which ordinarily cost on the 
Canadian border about $8 per case. 
Once in a while the agents found it 
necessary to purchase a case of 
whisky or a case of wine, where the 
dealers did not have beer on hand. 


Never Failed of a Profit. 


“The usual purchase was ten cases of 
beer, which the agents would bring 


from Plattsburg or Champlain to Ai- 
bany or Troy, for which they received 
a profit of from $3 to $4 per case. At 
the end of each trip a detailed, con- 
fidential report was submitted to me 
and the money which had been re- 
ceived by the agents for the sale of 
the liquor was turned over to me. 

“The agents averaged two trips per 
week and continued their operations 
for the. period from about the tenth 
or fifteenth of December to the first 
week in February. They made in all 
some dozen or more trips and never 
failed a single time to get all of the 
beer and liquor they wanted from the 
wholesale liquor dealers on the border 
and never failed to sell same at a 
poate on their arrival at Albany and 

roy. 

“In. several instances the dealers at 
Albany and Troy paid our agents by 
check, in which cases_ photostatic 
copies were made of the checks. before 
they were cashed and the money was 
then turned over to me to be held 
until the cases were brought into 
court. 

“After we had secured evidence 
against practically every big boot- 
legger in the north country, search 
warrants were procured. We seized 
several tho bottles of beer and 
whisky and made some forty or more 
arrests. My recollection is that we 
convicted every defendant except two 
or. three. In one instance we had 
prosecuted a man and his wife, and 
the woman was uitted but the hus- 
band convicted. he fines imposed 
ran considerably in excess of $50,000. 
The sentences averaged from one to 
two years in the penitentiary. The 
convictions had a most wholesome ef- 
fect on the wholesale traffic that had 
been going on for several years. 


General Andrews’s Position. 


The correspondence sent to the Sen- 


ate included a letter written by Gen- 
eral Andrews in August, 1926, which 
indicated that agents had been vio- 
lating instructions about’ the entrap- 
ment of citizens. 

“The cases brought to my atten- 
tion,”” General Andrews wrote, ‘“‘indi- 
cate a woeful lack of decency on the 
part of agents concerned.

The ordering of British: troops to 
China, the first contingent from Hong- 
kong being expected here today, is 
variously interpreted, and ‘probably 
there are several motives. My opinion 
is that the sending of the troops is pri- 
marily intended to influence the con- 
ferences at Hankow between Eugene 
Chen, the Cantonese Foreign Minister, 
and British Chargé d’Affaires O’Mal- 
ley regarding the British concesion 
and related issues. That inference 1s 
generally adopted by the Chinese press, 
and also seems to have provoked a re- 
tort from Chen, who has given out a 
long, truculent statement on the posi- 
tion .of the Kuomintang Government 
and reiterated its firm purpose to end 
the old treaty status and declared that 
the Chinese have no fear of foreign 
military action, because they have the 
more powerful economic weapon to use 
against the foreigners here or any 
ee which tries to coerce China by 

orce, 


Progress at Parley Doubted. 


Chen’s outburst confirms previous 
rumors of the lack of progress in the 
Hankow parleys regarding the more 
grave questions. However, the local 
Chinese press is imbued with the idea 
that the Kuomintang are willing to 
compromise, permitting the British to 
save their face in return for implied 
recognition of their régime by Britain 
and also a loan. 

Significance is attached here to the 
fact that the British-Indian troops or- 
dered to China so far are all Mahom- 
medan. It may be that they were 
brought to offset the Sikhs employed 
as local police, who are thought to be 
somewhat inculcated with pan-Asian 
propaganda. 

It is reported here that the Indian 
Parliament has refused to authorize 
the sending of native troops to China. 
However, the censorship of news and 
events in India makes the reactions 
there from the China situation ob- 
scure, 

Americans. here are chiefly con- 
cerned as to whether Washington will 
be drawn into the Chinese muddle. 
The majority of the older and more 
responsible Americans here seem ad- 
verse to that. 

A number of individual American 
missionaries are sending cables to 
Washington favoring the Porter reso- 
lution for a new treaty with China 
and opposing American participation 
in any armed coercion.

The Shanghai mission boards are still 
not uneasy as to the safety of mission- 
aries in the interior, except in a few 
places where special conditions prevail, 
owing to local anti-Christian agitation. 
It has not issued a general evacuation 
by the inland missionaries. However, 
the leading missionaries now frankly 
admit the existence of a real anti- 
Christian movement which assumes a 
menacing aspect. This movement is 
believed to be chiefly incited by Rus- 
sian propaganda, which twists invid- 
ious meanings into the Christian tracts 
and posters and tries to revive super- 
stitious hostility among the ignorant 
masses. The civil war situation is 
almost buried by the broader problem 
raised by the anti-foreign agitation. 


Expect Effort to Regain Hankow. 


SHANGHAT, Jan. 25 (#).—The British 
alignment against the Cantonese Na- 
tionalists has been more clearly drawn 
in the past two days with the Na- 
tionalists’ ‘vigorous pronunciamento 
yesterday directed most specifically 
against Great Britain and the numer- 
ous dispatches from London reporting 
that three infantry brigades had been 
ordered to China to protect British 
lives and property in Shanghai. 

However, Chinese everywhere are 
asking whether a force of such size 
will be held for such limited objective; 
whether part of it may not be used to 
attempt to restore the old position of 
the British at Hankow, whose conces- 
sion district has been taken over by 
Nationalist authorities for administra- 
tive purposes. 

There is civil war today in only two 
theatres—Chekiang Province, where 
the best reports agree that ——. 
Sun Chuang-fang, northern leader, is 
at present holding his own against the 
Nationalist invaders of one of his prov- 
inces of Eastern China and in Honan 
Province, where confusion and ob- 
scurity resulted from defection of lieu- 
tenants of Marshal Wu Pei-fu, whose 
provinces in central China were occu- 
pied by the Nationalist armies. 

Developments are expected soon in 
Chekiang. It is understood that orders 
have been issued for a general ad- 
vance of the first Contonese army 
from the Kiangsi Province border 
toward Hangchow, on the seacoast of 
Chekiang. In this region Sun Chuan- 
fang’s troops have been attempting to 
stay the Nationalist advance toward 
Shanghai, 113 miles by railroad. 


North Might Join South. 


It is not doubted that events at 
Hankow, where the Cantonese overran 
the concessions and took possession, 


have encouraged Chinese of all fac- 
tions hopefully to anticipate the early 
arrival of the day when China will ob- 
tain the fullest sovereignty over all 
territories within her borders, with 
the abolition of foreigners’ special priv- 
ileges. Persons high in the councils of 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, Dictator of 
Manchuria and power behind the Pe- 
king Government, including his son, 
Chang Hsueh-liang, have not hesitated 
to declare that a British attempt forci- 
bly to regain their Hankow concession 
would meet with the united opposition 
of the North and the South. 

The immediate threat to Shanghai 
is not considered by foreign authorities 
to be the possible invasion by a Can- 
tonese army, but trouble from within 
by sporadic rioting of radicals, to 
which the Cantonese agitators sent on 
in advance undoubtedly contribute their 
efforts. Strikes involving thousands 
of Chinese constantly are in progress. 
As quickly as one is settled another is 
begun. 

Aggressive anti-foreign and anti- 
Christian agitation and action virtually: 
has been confined to Provinces. under 
Cantonese control, although Northern 
militarists and politicals are watching 
sympathetically the Cantonese gains at 
foreigners’ expense.

“Mr. Chen mistakes hig own position. 
Our rights in China, like those of 
other countries, are founded on trea- 
ties, and on Government concessions, 
and on the face of these treaty rights 
a great trade has been built up not 
for the benefit of this country only 
but equally essential for the benefit of 
China, too. The interests of the Chi- 
nese and even of Chinese nationalism 
are one with Britain and the British 
empire.

LONDON, Jan. 25.—Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, ruler of North .China, has 
given his views on the attitude of the 
powers to China, especially of Great 
Britain, in an interview with The Daily 
Express correspondent at Peking. 
After voicing strong condemnation of 
the alleged machinations of Moscow, 
which he accused of financing the 
Cantonese leaders, and expressing the 
firm and optimistic determination to 
wipe out his enemies, Chang appealed | ©? 
for the good-will of the powers, which 
he hopes will not negotiate with the 
Cantonese, but voluntarily take up re- 
vision of the treaties with him and 
give him recognition which they at 
present withhold. 

With the aid of the powers he hopes 
for a unified China, and when the aims 
of the northern leaders have been at- 
tained, he says, the powers could 
carry on trade with China “unmolest- 
ed and in peace.’’ 

“‘What I most earnestly wish;”’ said 


Chang, ‘“‘and what all we in North 
China earnestly wish, is that Great 
Britain could Shen tty understand the 
real situation of this country—that is 
to say, appreciate the fact that any 
anti-British movement there may be 
in China today is wholly engineered 
by Russia through the southern lead- 
ers. The Chinese people themselves 
are innocent of any real. hostility to 
Great Britain or to the other powers. 

‘“‘We wish the British Government to 
realize how futile it is to negotiate 
with such men as Bugene Chen, who is 
nothing but the tool of Moscow. We 
bitterly regret that Great Britain 
should take up each of these cases 
with the south locally as she has done 
at Hankow, while she shows not the 
slightest tendency to any yielding at- 
titude toward the north. It seems, in 
fact, that Great Britain is willing to 
yield only where resort is made to 
violence. 

“We in the north have striven in 
every way within our power to main- 
tain order and peace and to insure full 
protection for British lives and prop- 
erty, yet Great Britain, to this hour, 
in this crisis, has not given us the 
slightest expression of appreciation of 
our attitude and conduct in any case 
involving the safety of British in- 
terests. 

“Even here in Peking when the 
legations were surrounded we rushed 
our troops for their protection, yet all 
we received from Great Britain in re- 
turn is fault-finding regarding our 
efforts. Great Britain at the moment 
seems determined only to get in touch 
with the disturbing elements in the 
south and compromise with them. She 
always asserts that there is no stable 
Government in the north, but it must 
be remembered that there is not yet 
even a recognized Government in the 
south, 

“We realize just as well as Great 
Britain and the other powers that it is 
most important that we should have 
a strong central Government in China, 
but I believe in the present juncture 
it is of paramount importance that 
military affairs should have prece- 
dence over politics. When we are 
militarily successful then it will be a 
comparatively simple matter to pro- 
ceed with a competent political or- 

ization. 

“It seems, in fact, to be the view of 
the powers that a strong central Gov- 
ernment is the main problem in China, 
but for our part we can assure you 
that the national crisis must be solved 
first by force of arms. We hope the 
powers will soon come to see things 
from this standpoint and express their 
cordial good-will without delay before 
it is too late.” 

Asked what was his interpretation 
of good-will, Chang said: 

“By good-will I mean that the 
powers would voluntarily take up with 
us revision of the unequal treaties. 
This would give us tremendous influ- 
ence in the south and help us win 
over certain more moderate elements. 
We have not lost hope of a unified 
China—I tell you it is in sight—and 
when our ends have been attained 
with the aid which we seek today from 
the powers then they may carry on 
trade with our people unmolested and 
in peace.”’

It Reaches $17,000,000 and May

BUCHAREST, Jan. 25.—Rumania’s 
favorable trade balance for 1926 has 
stiffened the lei and its stabilization 
is now being actively planned. The 
Government has not yet decided 
whether to stabilize it at the rate of 
24 gold francs to the hundred lei 
(approximately the present market 
rate of 190 to the dollar), or on a 
basis of three gold francs to 100 Iel. 
Rumania ended 1926 with $17,000,000 
trade surplus, as contraste@ with a 
$5,000,000 deficit in 1925. Exports in 
1926 amounted to 38,011,000,000 Jel and 

imports to 34,100,000,000. 

The improved situation is credited 
to a good harvest and great produc- 
tion of mineral oils, and the present 
Government's policy encouraging ex- 
portation. 

The principal exports were wheat, 
271,000 tons; rye, 581,000 tons; corn, 
689,000 tons; refined oil, 527,000 tons; 
gasoline, 425,000 tons; oil byproducts, 
498,000 tons; timber, 927,000 tons. 

The 1926 harvest included wheat, 
3,044,000 tons; rye, 1,663,000 tons; corn, 
5,165,000 tons; oats, 1,160,000 tons. This 
puts Rumania in second place in 
European cereal production, Russia 
being first.

HERRICK PRAISES THE GIFT

PARIS, Jan. 25.—The death of Lee 
Kohns of New York several days ago 
and of Paul Lapie, rector of the Sor- 
bonne, yesterday, threw the shadow of 
mourning over the inaugural ceremony 
of*the foundation of the Lee Kohns 
Chair of American Literature and 
Civilization at the Sorbonne this after- 
noon. M. Lapie was to have presided, 
and it had been hoped that the founder 
of the chair would be present. — 

The ceremony, the American Ambas- 


sador, Myron T. Herrick, said, had be- 
come memorial as well as dedicatory 
in character. Eloquent tributes to the 
generosity and vision of Mr. Kohns 
were paid by Jules Jusserand, former 
French Ambassador at Washington, 
who himself was largely responsible 
for the creation of the chair, and 
Ferdinand Brunot, dean of the Faculty 
of Letters, presiding in M. Lapie’s 
place. 

Of the chair M. Brunot said one of 
its essential objects was research into 
the birth and development of the 
American spirit, ‘‘so varied and at the 
same time so clearly characteristic, 
wherein are combined a unique sense 
of the realities and a cult of the high- 
est idealism, a spirit® of progress in 
political and social peace, in justice 
and in ideal human solidarity.”’ 

Although Mr. Kohn’s gift of the pro- 
fessorship to the Sorbonne was uncon- 
ditional, Ambassador Herrick recalled 
that it was his wish that no professor 
should ever be appointed to the chair 
who was not recognized as a man in 
full sympathy with the democratic 
ideals to which France and America 
were equally committed. That wish 
was fully realized, the Ambassador 
said, in the choice for the professor- 
ship of Charles Cestre, whose friend- 
ship for and understanding of America 
was an honor to both countries. Amer- 
icans could be confident that he would 
interpret their country sympathetically 
and unerringly to the scholars who 
studied under his guidance. 

Mr. Herrick quoted a letter of Mr. 
Kohns to the Minister of Public In- 
struction setting forth the aims of the 
foundation as the ‘‘encouragement in 
the fullest measure of the understand- 
ing between the French people and 
those of my native land and to add 
another link in the chain that binds 
the citizens of the world’s greatest re- 
publics—such a bond can best be fos- 
tered through great and influential in- 
stitutions of learning.”

EPIDEMICS GRIP RUSSIA. 


Black Plague and Influenza Break 
Out—Grip Spreads In Sweden. 
MOSCOW, Jan. 25 (4%).—A plague of 
influenza and typhoid fever has broken 
out simultaneously in different parts 
of Russia. Within an area of thirty 
square miles in the Ural district thirty 


persons have perished from the black 
plague, while thousands are ill. 

In the Kharkov district 2,300 cases of 
pernicious influenza are reported, re- 
sembling the disastrous epidemic of 
1919, which killed thousands. Typhoid 
is raging in the Bryansk district, 
where, out of 400 cases, seventeen have 
died. The Government is taking strin- 
gent measures to check the outbreak. 


STOCKHOLM, Jan. 25 (#).—The in- 


fluenza infection is steadily spreading 
throughout Sweden, information gath- 
ered here indicates, and though the 
majority of the cases are light, the 
res cey normal activities are serious- 
ly hampered.. The northern provinces 
are the worst afflicted, and several 
military training operations have been 
postponed on account of the epidemic. 


TO PRESERVE HELIGOLAND. 


German Budget Provides $600,000 
to Protect Exposed Island. 

BERLIN, Jan. 25 (#).—An appropria- 
tion of 2,400,000 marks, or $600,000, for 
the preservation of the Island of Heli- 
goland is provided in the budget of the 
Ministry of Finance for the year 1927. 

Continual storms and tidal waves 
have further eroded large stretches of 
the shore and during the past year 
vast parts of the cliffs have been 
crumbling away. It has now also be- 
come necessary to move the Island’s 
electric power house and water works 
further inland and to build a solid 
breakwater to protect the most ex- 
posed parts of the island against fur- 
ther incursions of the North Sea. 

Heligoland, in the North Sea, 45 miles 
off the mouths of the Rivers Elbe and 
Weser, was Germany’s principal naval 
outpost during the European War. Its 
strong fortifications were razed under 
the provisions of the Versailles Peace 
Treaty.

000 francs. 

The part played by the sinking fund 
in relieving the Treasury situation the 
Premier showed had been very remark- 
able. Sooner than was expected meas- 
ures were taken to suppress the fur- 
ther issue of three-month bonds, as 
the legal limit had been reached. And 
the same time the interest rate was 
reduced. Three billions of national de- 
fense bonds were consolidated in se- 
curities guaranteed by the National 
Tobacco Office, repayable in forty 
years, while the creation of two-year 
‘defense bonds effected a further step 
in consolidation. 


Treasury Position Now Strong. 


Despite the allocation of important 
revenues, such as those from the to- 
bacco monoply, to the sinking fund, 
the Treasury was able easily to meet 
all its obligations and create important 
reserves by.the purchase of foreign 
moneys on the market. Not only was 
the Treasury able to constitute a re- 
serve larger than the Morgan fund, 
but, the Premier said, it now possesses 
foreign moneys which will enable it to 
meet all the foreign debt service dur- 
ing 1927. 

The only bond issue which the Treas- 
ury has made is the new series of ten- 
year Treasury bonds with which it will 
meet the maturity of 1,395,000,000 
francs of Crédit Nationale bonds due 
on Feb. 1. Between September and 
the end of the year foreign loans on 
railways, which did not increase the 
indebtedness of the State, amounted to 
250,000,000 gold francs. This does not 
take account of the latest loans re- 
‘cently announced. 

These measures, the Premier said, 
had secured for the Treasury an easy 
situation and had enabled it at the 
end of the year to reduce the legal 
limit of the advances from the Bank 
of France to the State to 36,500,000,000 
francs.

Since the beginning of the year, the 
Premier concluded, the Treasury has 
not purchased any foreign money and 
the Bank of France, which is super- 
vising the exchange market, has suc- 
ceeded in assuring stability at about 
122 to the pound sterling. 

When asked concerning his inten- 
tions regarding the leasing of the 
match monopoly he postponed discus- 
sion on the ground that the Cabinet 
has not yet considered the various pro- 
posals made. 

Asked by a member of the commis-

BERLIN, Jan. 25.—The Democrats’ 
insistence that Chancellor Marx out- 
line the policies of the proposed bour- 
geois Government, including the Na- 
tionalists, before they define their at- 
titude prevented the anticipated meet- 
ing of the Government parties tonight 
to discuss the allotment of Ministerial 
portfolios, 

Democratic circles declare that it is 
unlikely that the offer to participate 
in the Government will be accepted, as 
cooperation in any form with the Na- 
tionalists would estrange them from 
the Socialists and hamper them in car- 
rying out their program for civil re- 
forms for the benefit of the middle 
classes. 


After a long conference between the 
Centrist and Nationalist delegates 
an agreement ‘Was apparently reached 
whereby the Conservatives are now 
wiling to accept the policies of the 
Centrists and the German and Ba- 
varian People’s parties. 

The Economic Union, which has 172 
Reichstag Deputies, declined the Chan- 
cellor’s invitation to be represented in 
the new Cabinet, desiring to retain a 
neutral attitude toward the middle 
parties, but promised support as long 
as their own policies are considered. 

The Nationalists are finding the 
Centrists’ civil demands a bitter pill 
and their Reichstag caucus is unable 
to swallow it in, its present form. 
They therefore appointed a special 
committee to find some way of sugar- 
coating it in order to make it palat- 
able, especially to their agrarian con- 
stitutents. 

Large canal building projects calling 
for immense expenditure of money, 
totaling 1,000,000 marks, as a means of 
cutting down unemployment, is not 
favored by the Westarp group, who 
opposed the measure when it was be- 
fore the Reichstag. 

It was possibly through fear that the 
next Government might reverse this 
civil undertaking, passed by the little 
coalition Government that Dr. Rein- 
hold, influenced by Herr Braun, the 

Minister of Labor, hastened the big 
loan of 500,000,000 marks. 

The Democrats will hear Chancellor 
Marx tomorrow morning, as soon as 
he has completed the formulation of 
the Government policies, after which 
they will give a final decision. Should 
the Democrats decide to remain out- 
side, the proposed Marx Cabinet would 
still hold a Reichstag majority of 
votes, 

Dr. Gessler, whose policies in the 
Defense Ministry caused the Decem- 
ber crisis, stated tonight that he has 
not so far been asked to resume his 
former post, adding that it would be 
necessary for hi’ to resign from the 
Democratic Party should his services 
be desired and the Democrats decline 
to participate. 

The Nationalists will obtain three 
portfolios, with possibility of a fourth 
should the post of Vice Chancellor be 
re-established, as contemplated. Dr. 
Marx is confident that he will be able 
to announce the Cabinet list on Thurs- 
day at the latest.

OUTLINE INDUSTRY’S ILLS 


Lewis Says There Is a “Horde of 
Incompetent Operators” — Accl- 
dents Increase, Murray Asserts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 25.—The chal- 
lenge of ‘tno wage reductions” was 
definitely served on the bituminous 
coal operators of the central competi- 
tive field by the officers of the United 
Mine Workers of America, in their re- 
ports to the biennial convention, which 
opened today and will continue for ten 
days or two weeks. 

Although. President John L. Lewis 
and his associate officers withheld 
specific recommendations on the wage 
question, they declared emphatically 
that a lower wage’ was not the solu- 
tion of the industry’s problems. Their 
vigorous statements were interpreted 
as a reply to the informal conclusions 
reached last week at Toledo, Ohio, by 
operators. of Western Pennsylvania, 
Indiana, Ohio and Illinois to demand a 
wage reduction when they confer with 
the miners on Feb. 14. 

If the informal program, said to have 
been decided upon by the operators, is 
carried through, they will call for a 
reduction of re basic wage of $7.50 a 
day, to $6 a day. 

In the event of a reduction of 20 per 
cent., with both sides uncompromising 
in their attitude, a strike of the 350,000 
unionized workers in the bituminous 
fields on April 1, when the present 
agreement expires, is held to be ap- 
parently inevitable. The operators are 
scheduled to meet again next week for 
a further discussion of the situation. 
Union Music Stirs Delegates. 

The convention was roused to en- 
thusiasm when Thomas Kennedy, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, praised Mr.- Lewis 
for enunciating the program of ‘no 
§ backward step” in 1921, saying that 
the union’s economic policies have 
withstood the test of time. 

The mood of the gathering of 1,500 
§ delegates became apparent today by 
§ their greeting of songs played by the 
United Mine Workers’ Band of Monon- 
gah, W. Va., whose leader, B. V. Bork, 
has dedicated several selections to Mr. 
Lewis and the union. 

The selection which caused the most 
enthusiasm was, ‘“‘No Backward Step,” 
dedicated to Mr. Lewis. Gus Smith, 
a miner, sang the refrain, which ended 
with the words: 

We'll say with John L. Lewis, 
§ We'll never take a backward step. 

_ The Wage Scale Committee was ap- 
pointed today and directed to report 
within ten days.

“Unprecedented overdevelopment, in- 
equitable and unscientific freight rates, 
abrogation of wage contracts by cheat- 
ing operators, halting of increased con- 
sumption and inexperienced manage- 
ment have all contributed to a period 
of cutthroat competition that is dis- 
sipating large pools of capital and 
wrecking the basic structure of the 
bituminous coal industry.’’ 

Opposition to a scale of wages based 
on the price of coal was voiced by Mr. 
Murray in the declaration that ‘the 
time has passed when labor has to be 
regarded as a commodity and wages 
regulated in the same fashion as prices 
of coal, iron, steel and other commodi- 
ties. The maintenance of decent wage 
standards is essential to the perpetuity 
and well-being of our union.” 


Kennedy Reports $610,248 Balance. 


Secretary-Treasurer Kennedy, in his 
report, said that between January, 
1924, and November, 1926, the union 
spent for relief in the various bitumin- 
ous fields $3,616,133, a sum that was 
large, yet barely enough to provide for 
the mere necessities of life in the fields 
where strikes were being waged. 

For the last three years his report 
showed total resources and income of 
$8,375,853 and expenditures of $7,760,- 
918, leaving a balance on Dec. 1, 1926, 
of $610,748. <A balance of $4,186 in the 
John Mitchell Memorial Fund was de- 
ducted from the general fund and 
placed in a separate account.

STATE WINDS UP CASE 


Ex-Chum Says Prisoner Sought to 
“Shoot Way Out’’—Citizen Tells 
of Seeing Killer Escape. 


A frail, gray-haired woman glanced 
wearily about Part V of Kings County 
Court yesterday afternoon, recounting 
in a tired voice how her son had 
changed from schoolboy to gangster. 
When the son, Thomas (Red) Moran, 
twenty-year-old self-confessed slayer 
of two policemen, heard the tired voice 
continue, ‘‘Yes, Tommy was a cheerful 
boy—yes, Tommy was certainly bright 
in his studies,’ his downcast eyes lift- 
ed for a moment to his mother’s. A 
scornful twirk curled his lips, then his 


sullen glance dropped again with the 
expression that has accompanied his re- 
omg remark, ‘‘What’s the use of all 
this?’ 

Rapid examination of half a dozen 
witnesses by Assistant District Attor- 
ney James I. Cuff wound up the peo- 
ple’s case in three hours yesterday 
morning, and through it all the youth- 
ful slayer sat with hands folded, his 
eyes half shut. 

He heard his former chum, Mickey 
Cahill, who was riding in a hired sedan 
with him on Nov. 19 in Hicks Street, 
near Love Lane, where Patrolmen 
Frank Daszkiewicz and Edward Byrn 
were killed, tell the Court that ‘“‘Red’’ 
Moran had deliberately tried to ‘shoot 
his way out.’’ He heard a scared little 
boy, 10 years old, tell of picking up a 
pistol later identified as his. He heard 
Mr. Cuff read his confession made to 
District Attorney Dodd and a dozen po- 
lice officials. He heard a citizen de- 
scribe the shooting. 


Won’t Talk to Lawyer. 

He wasn’t interested. He wasn’t go- 
ing to let any one see he was inter- 
ested, anyway.

Then came William Woodward, 10 
years old, of 35 Orange Street. He 
saw Moran’s pistol and picked it up, 
he said. “I thought I would keep it, 
but I saw a policeman, so I gave it 
to the policeman,"’ he whispered. 

Vincent Carny of 173 Hicks Street 
was next. He heard the shots and 
looked out of the window. “I saw 
Byrn stagger past our stoop,”’ he de- 
clared. “I went out, and he had col- 
lapsed on the next stoop. Somebody 
across the street yelled, ‘He is dead.’ 

“I saw Daszkiewicz and this pris- 
oner on the other side of the street. 
Moran ran away.” 

Cahill was called. He, like Moran, 
surrendered voluntarily and was held 
as a material witness. He went over 
the shooting scene, but said he had 
not seen Byrn make any move toward 
Moran.

JUDGE O’BRIEN TAKES SEAT. 


Many Friends See Him Begin Court 
of Appeals Duties.

ALBANY, Jan. 25.—Judge John T. 
O’Brien of New York, named to the 
Court of Appeals bench by Governor 
Smith and confirmed last night by the 
Senate, today sat with the court for 
the first time and participated in the 
cases that were argued. He was as- 
signed to a permanent seat at the ex- 
treme left of Chief Judge Benjamin N. 
Cardozo. Judge Henry T. Kellogg, 
newly elected Associate Judge, sits at 
the extreme right of the Chies Judge. 

Many friends of Judge O’Brien were 
in court to see him take his seat at 2 
o’clock this afternoon. He wore the 
same robe his father, Dennis O'Brien, 
used when he was a member of the 
court. 

The honor that has come to Judge 
O’Brien is the third instance of a son 
following the footsteps of his father 
to the Court of Appeals bench, it was 
recalled today. The first was Rufus 
W. Peckham, who went on the bench 
after his father, Rufus 24, was Judge. 
The second was William S. Andrews, 
who followed his father, William An- 
drews. 


SUSPEND SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Trustees Act on Girls’ Charges Fol- 
lowing Arrest at Emerson, N. J.

HACKENSACK, N. J., Jan. 25.—The 
Emerson Board of Education met in 
secret session at the home of President

This afternoon Violet Lockhardt, 13, 
who said she had been kissed by the 
Principal, and Agnes Cunningham, 16, 
a former pupil, who is alleged to have 
left after a similar experience with the 
Principal a year ago, were questioned 
by Detective G. A. Dawson. The 
Emerson School Trustees suspended 
Willenbrucker pending his trial.

HOUSE LEADERS TILT 
OVER CUT IN TAXES 


Green Accuses Democrats of 
Proposing Reduction as a 
Mere Political Gesture. 


GARNER TWITS REPUBLICANS 


Reed. of Missouri May Offer the 
Garner Bill as an Amendment 
to the Deficiency Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. — While 
Democrats and Republicans were en- 
gaged in a lively tilt over taxation in 
the House this afternoon, Senator Reed 
of Missouri intimated that he might 
offer the Garner bill to reduce ‘axes 
$335,000,000 as an amendment to the 
deficiency appropriation bill in the 
Senate. 

Democratic Senators, however, are 
divided as to the desirability of such 
action. It is held by some that the 
amendment might be ruled out on the 
ground that all revenue legislation 
must originate in the House, Others 
fear that Republican Senators would 
raise the point of order that the amend- 
ment was barred as general legislation, 
which could not go into an appropria- 
tion measure. 

Representative Garner of Texas 
-krought on the debate in the House 
when he berated the Republicans for 
playing politics on the tax cut issue, 
and declared the Administration prob- 
ably would present a revision bill in 


time to affect the Presidential election 
of 1928. 

Mr. Garner twitted the majority for 
its failure to support President Cool- 
idge’s recommendation that credits be 
allowed on income taxes for 1926, 
charging that only two Republican 
leaders of prominence—Messrs. Millis 
of New York and Madden of Illinois— 
had endorsed the President’s stand. He 
declared the President was persuaded 
to urge application of surplus to debt 
instead of tax reduction, and that the 
Presidential mind on this score had 
been changed by Mr. Melion, whom 
he described as “‘Uncle Andy.” 


Charges Plot to Block Reduction. 


Mr. Garner charged that the Repub- 
lican majority had agreed to postpone 
tax reduction, thus compelling the 
Democrats to invoke a rule whith 
would force consideration if 36 Repub- 
licans would join with the minority of 
182 members. 

‘Let 218 men, a majority, follow me, 
or follow the minority leader, or the 
majority leader, and you can set aside 
the rules and enact this legislation in 
twenty-four hours,’’ Mr. Garner ex- 
claimed, 

Mr. Garner caused laughter as he 
catechized Republican leaders on their 
attitude toward the tax reduction bill. 

“I want to know,” he said, address- 
ing Speaker Longworth, ‘‘whether the 
Presiding Officer of the House is of 
opinion this tax bill should be passed.”’

“It never 
had any experience with a surplus 
when it was in power. Deficits and 
bond issues have been its specialties. 
Nobody ought to expect it to know 
what to do with a surplus, and hardly 
anybody does.”’ 

Mr. Green reproved the Democrats 
for “ayia repeal of corporation 
taxes, remarking that it was not so 
lung ago, on the stump, that they were 
declaiming ‘‘on the iniquities of Wal! 
Street and denouncing the bloated 
profits of corporations,’* and he con- 
gratulated the Democrats “upon the 
¢ase and agility with which they can 
execute a political back somersault.’’ 

In view of the short time of the ses- 
sion remaining and obstacles made 
possible by the rules, Mr. Green in- 
sisted that the Democratic tax bill was 
“a perfectly idle gesture.”” The de- 
cision of the Republican majority of 
the Ways and Means Committee to 
postpone tax revision, he declared, 
barred action on the question at this 
time. 


ASKS SCOPES RE-HEARING. 


Dr. Neal Files Petition Demanding 
Acquittal or Conviction. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 25 (#).— 
Dr. John R. Neal, senior counsel for 
Professor John R. Scopes, today filed 
a petition with L. D. Smith, State 
Attorney General, to protect the in- 
terests of che defense pending an agree- 
ment among associate counsel as to 
the next move, The petition requested 
a rehearing in the anti-evolution case 
which the State has nolle prossed. 

The petition submitted that the Su- 
preme Court was ‘‘in error in holding 
that the fine was improperly assessed 
by the Trial Judge,’’ and that the 
petitioner would be “greatly grieved 
by a nolle prosequi, preventing a re- 
trial of the case and the securing by 
the defendant of an acquittal or con- 
viction.” 

The suggestion of the Court to the 
Attorney General to enter an order 
nolle prosequi, if carried out, the pe- 
tition said, ‘‘may possibly prevent an 
appeal to hte Supreme Court of the 
United States.”

ALIMONY MOVE HELD UP 


| Los Angeles Court Restrains the 


Receivers Pending a Hearing— 
Movie Body Praises Comedian. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 25 (#).—Lita 
Grey Chaplin’s $14,400 bill for alimony 
and court costs awarded inher suit 
for divorce from Charles 8S. Chaplin 
was held up for at least a week as 
the result of an alternative writ of 
prohibition issued today by the Sec- 
ond District Court of Appeals restrain- 
ing the receivers in control of the 
comedian’s California fortune from 
making the payments. 

A hearing on whether the writ should 
be made permanent and prevent the 
payment of additional alimony of $4,000 
a month will be held next Tuesday, 
when an order to show cause will be 
returnable. 


Technically the order is directed 
against the Superior Courts which 
made the alimony award to Mrs. Chap- 
lin, but it» will be defended by her 
attorneys. The Superior Courts also 
are restrained temporarily from mak- 
ing any further awards to Mrs. Chap- 
lin in her suit against her husband. 

The petition filed in the Appellate 
Court by Chaplin’s attorneys charged 
that the lower court was without jur- 
isdiction: in ordering: the receivers to 
pay alimony to Mrs. Chaplin since the 
comedian was in New York and had 
not been served with the divorce com- 
plaint. 

The comedian’s counsel were of the 
opinion that a million-dollar bond set 
in an appeal against the receivership 
will be posted soon, but were unable 
to set the date on which this will be 
done. This bond will relieve the re- 
ceivers of responsibility for the actor’s 
properties and leave them receivers in 
name only. 

Following numerous consultations be- 
tween attorneys representing Chaplin 
and the Internal Revenue Department, 
Los Angeles officials today received 
authorization to divide the income tax 
liens filed here on the actor’s proper- 
ties, to differentiate between his per- 
sonal holdings and those of his cor- 
poration. The total will be unchanged, 
the Charles Chaplin Film Corporation 
to be responsible: for liens of $536,860 
and Chaplin for the remainder. It 
was said the new arrangement will 
permit Chaplin to withdraw deposits 
from New York banks. 


Bond Will Free Money Here. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (4.—The 
Government today agreed to permit 
Charlie Chaplin to obtain money he 
has in a New York bank and against 
which an income tax lien had been 
placed. 

The actor will be permitted to post 
a bond on the funds in the New’ York 
bank, which are estimated at more 
than $600,000. Bond will be posted in 
New York within a few days under 
the arrangement worked out today be- 
tween his lawyers and officers of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. 

The Government liens against more 
than $1,000,000 of Chaplin’s funds and 
property ‘in California, . however,. will 
stand, out of which his wife, Mrs. Lita 
Grey Chaplin, is seeking to collect ali- 
mony. No attempt to release the Cali- 
fornia funds has been made by the 
Chaplin attorneys.

NO POISON IN HER BODY 


Doctors Testify Sand Could Not 
Have Got Into Her Lungs 
After Death. 


Special to The New York Times, 

CAPE MAY, N. J., Jan. 25.—After 
listening to testimony all afternoon a 
Coroner’s jury returned a verdict to- 
night declaring that Miss Mary S. 
Clarke, wealthy Pittsburgh spinster, 
whose frozen body was found on the 
beach near here on Jan. 15, had been 
murdered. 

“It is our belief,” read the verdict, 
“that Mary S. Clarke: met her death 
by strangulation by being forcibly held 
face down on the beach until death 
occurred, by. a person or persons un- 
known,’’ 

Coroner William H. Thompson has 
repeatedly asserted that in his opinion 
the woman was decoyed to the lonely 
spot on the beach by robbers and slain. 
State Troopers who investigated the 
case have disagreed with this view. 

Two doctors who performed the au- 
topsy testified at the inquest today. 
They said they had found more than 
two tablespoonsful of sand in the wo-

UNDER BRYANT PARK 


Property Owners Disapprove 
Project, Fearing It Would 
Add to Traffic Jam. 


OTHER PLANS FOR TERMINAL: 


Association Is Told Operators of 
Motor Lines Expect to Bulld One 
Jersey Tunnel Discussed. 


At a meeting yesterday in the Hotel 
Commodore, the Forty-second Street 
Property Owners’ and Merchants’ As- 
sociation, acting upon a report by a 
special committee, unanimously dis- 
approved the project for a great bus 
terminal underneath Bryant Park, 
tentatively suggested some time ago 
by the Board of Transportation. 

The report of the committee said it 
had not considered the possible use of 
the space beneath the park as a park- 
ing space for private automobiles, and 
that the rejection of the proposal for 
the bus terminal was not to be re- 
garded as expressing an opinion on 
the alternative proposition. 

When the suggestion was first ad- 
vanced by the Board of Transporta- 
tion on Jan. 15, it was explained that 
Bryant Park had been selected as the 
possible site for a terminal for the 
bus lines running to New Jersey and 
elsewhere because it was in the heart 
of the shopping and theatrical district 
and on a direct line through Sixth 
Avenue with the vehicular tunnel to 
New Jersey, soon to be opened to traf- 
fic: In its report to the association, 
the committee said: 

“A bus terminal in such a location 
would be detrimental to adjacent prop- 
erty owners, merchants and bus owners 
and the city at large, owing to the 
congestion that would unquestionably 
ensue in the immediate vicinity of the 
terminal under the present condition 
of congestion of the streets surround- 
ing Bryant Park.”’ 

The association. has received many 
letters from merchants and others 
doing business between Times Square 
and the Grand Central, some approv- 
ing and others.opposing the plan. A 
letter from Philip Kaplan of the Motor 
Coach Owners’ Board of Trade, Inc., 
which represents the majority of the 
operators of motor bus lines, said that 
the operators disapproved the plan for 
the use of Bryant Park because they 
‘were ae © to get away from the 
traffic. . Kaplan also said that 
the bus operators. were preparing plans 
for a terminal of their own. 

The association discussed the pro- 
posed New Jersey tunnel, from Eighth 
Avenue and Forty-second Street by 
which, it was hoped, the Times Square 
district would be connected with the 
proposed belt line road contemplated 
by the North New Jersey Transit Com- 
mission. The belt line plan was ex- 
plained by Glenn S. Reeves, chief en- 
gineer of the commission. It would 
connect with the various New Jersey 
railroads, cross to Manhattan at the 
Battery, extend north to Fifty-seventh 
Street, Manhattan, and complete the 
circle back to New Durham, N. J 

Bills have been introduced in the 
Legislatures in Albany and in Trenton, 
placing the project ‘under the Port Au- 
thority. Edward W, Forrést, ‘secretary 
of the association, said that opposi- 
tion to the tunnel was developing in 
Queens, where it was held that until 
the Fifty-second Street tunnel to 
Queens, contemplated in the municipal 
subway plan was built, no such plan 
as| that for the New Jersey tunnel 
should be considered.

COPELAND ADVOCATES 
MODIFYING MILK BILL 


Harris Opposes It as-Inimical to 
This City and Wants Senate 
Committee to Hear Him. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Senator 
Copeland has been caught in a jam, 
according to gossip among Tammany 
members of Congress, over the differ- 
ences between the Walker Administra- 
tion, as represented by Dr. Louis I. 
Harris, Health Commissioner of New 
York City, and organization members 
here with respéct to the Lenroot- 
Taber milk bill, which prohibits the 
importation of milk unless it complies 
with standards to be set up by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Dr. Harris 
holds the office occupied by Dr. Cope- 
land before his election to the Senate. 

Dr. Harris, in a letter to Representa- 
tive Bloom on Jan. 24, opposed the bill. 

‘When Senator Copeland communi- 
cated with me,’ he wrote, “I asked 
him to use his influence to prevent the 
passage of the Lenroot bill now before 
the Senate. It is greatly to be re- 
gretted if, for want of knowledge of 
the rules of procedure of a committee, 
I am to b2 deprived of the opportunity 
to voice the health needs of our 6,000,- 
000 people. I trust it will be brought 
home to the Senate committee that 
this bill is a vicious and dangerous 
one which will profit a few who are 
commercially interested, but demoral- 
ize our milk situation, which is none 
too well established.’’ 

Senator Copeland said today that he 
favored the Lenroot-Taber bill if 
amended in certain particulars. First, 
he said, he would insist upon an 
amendment providing for temporary 
permits until the machinery of inspec- 
tion is set up; second, that permits to 
ship in milk be rescinded unless full 
compliance is yielded to the Federal 
standards prescribed, and third, that 
the Secretary of Agriculture shall ac- 
cept a certificate of the Health De- 
partment of a city as the equivalent 
of his inspection or standards. 

Representative Bloom wants the 
Senate Agriculture Committee to re- 
open hearings. Dr. Harris believes, 
according to Mr. Bloom, that if the 
bill is modified to make Canadian 
milk products conform to New York 
City regulations it would accomplish 
good results. As it stands, Mr. Bloom 
contends, it would cut off large sup- 
plies from Canada and advance milk 
prices in New York City to a pro- 
hibitive figure.

VIENNA, Jan. 25,—The movement to 
bring back Prince Carol is becoming 
active in Hungary again and its weak 
point hitherto—the indifference of 
Carol himself—now appears to have 
been overcome, according to private 
advices from. Bucharest. 

From well informed Carolist circles 
there ‘it is learned that recently one 
of the few Rumanian friends Carol 
trusts succeeded in leaving the coun- 
try and joining him on the Riviera. 
This friend informed him that the 
King’s life really was very limited, his 
condition being so hopeless that the 
French specialist, Dr. Hartmann, who 
performed the operation in December 
and whose presence was again re- 
quested at Bucharest early in January, 
had definitely declined to return, de- 
claring it was useless to operate again. 

He also told Carol that the King, as 
he realizes better the precarious state 
of his health, reproaches his entourage 
more and more frequently with the 
question: ‘‘Why have you taken my 
son from me?’’ 

The effect of these disclosures, espe- 
cially the last, was to rouse Carol to 
indignant action, it is said, and he is 
now determined to return to Rumania 
at any cost, but how soon is not as- 
certainable. 

It is said that unusual precautions 
are being taken by the Government. 
In addition to the passport Rumanians 
must obtain in order to leave the coun- 
try they are now closely questioned as 
to the travels they expect to make 
and where it is considered necessary 
they are asked to give their word of 
honor not to see Carol or try to com- 
municate with him.

Playing a sizzling brand of hockey, 
the New York Americans surprised the 
experts by bowling over the powerful 
Ottawa Senators in Madison Square 
Garden last night by a 6-1 score before 


@ crowd of 13,000 persons. 

While the Americans played a spark- 
ling game, using some fine combination 
work, the Senators seemed a bit off 
color and undoubtedly felt the absence 
of George Boucher, Kilrea and Finne- 
gan, who were-out of the game on 2 
match penalty imposed at Montreal 
Saturday night. The game marked the 
first time in the five contests which 
the teams have played in the Garden 
in two seasons that the Americans 
g@cored on Ottawa. 

The Americans began their scoring 
early and were away winging to a 
four-goal lead in the first period. They 
added two more in the second period, 
while Ottowa did not count until the 
third session, when Halliday, a spare, 
flipped the disk past Forbes for their 
only goal. 

By winning last night’s game the 
Americans went back on even terms 
with the Canadiens for second place 
in the International section of the 
National Hockey League. 


Americans Get Four Goals. 


The Americans opened the first ses- 
sion at a slashing pace and rolled up 


three goals in short order. Soon after 
the face-off Leo Reise, defense man, 
took the disk away from Nighbor, 
skated all the way down and punched 
it past Connell in 33 seconds. Then 
Red Green and Burch took up the at- 
tack, the latter scoring on Green’s pass 
in 2:51. 

Lionel Conacher was going strong 
and scored the third American goal in 
5:53 on a brilliant individual play. 
There was a hiatus in the scoring after 
this until Red Green blazed the way 
again after Burch’s shot had been 
blocked. Green’s goal was made in 
16:36, the first period ending with the 
count Americans 4, Ottawa 0. 

The Americans attacked heavily 
again in the second period and Cona- 
cher scored his second goal of the 
game in 6:14, after charging through | * 
the Ottawa defense and taking three 
shots from close up. Some pretty 
combination plays were staged by 
Roach and the Greens, Mickey count- 
ing on a pass from Red Green in 11:37, 
the period ending with the Americans 
leading Ottawa by 6 to 0. 

The game was very cleanly played 
and Reise drew the only penalty of the 
contest in this period. 


Canadians Avert Shut-Out. 


The third period started at a rather 
Blow pace, with the Ottawa attack 
disorganized and the Americans ready 


to play a defensive game. The Sena- 
tors finally started a flurry and Hal- 
liday, a new man, skated down the 
north side and swept the disk past 
Forbes in 6:15. 

Ottawa rallied strongly after this 
but could not count again, and the 
final score was Americans 6, Ottawa 1.

$200,000 GATE EXPECTED 


Garden Battle Feb. 18 Likely to Set 
New Indoor Receipts Record— 
Harmon Again Upheld.

The State Athletic Commission at its 
meeting yesterday morning approved 
a maximum admission charge of $20, 
exclusive of tax, for the bout between 
Jack Delaney, world’s light-heavy- 
weight champion, and Jim Maloney, 
Boston heavyweight, in Madison 
Square Garden on the night of Feb. 
18. No title will be at stake as Ma- 
loney will scale over 175 pounds. 


This action virtually assures record 
receipts for an indoor fight, for, with 
every indication pointing to a ‘‘sell- 
out,” there is every reason to believe 
the receipts will reach $200,000. The 
best previous record for an indoor bout 
here is $162,266, made on the occasion 
of the clash between Delaney and 


ago last December. The. maximum 
charge for this bout. was $16.50. The 
receipts record for the old Garden was 
$160,000, made at the Jack Dempsey- 
Bill Brennan battle. 

In granting Promoter Tex Rickard 
permission to charge up to $20 for the 
coming battle the Commission im- 
pressed on the promoter that he must 
scale his house in a manner which will 
avoid complaint over excessive admis- 
sion prices; The admission price will 
be $2 and the intermediate prices will 
be $3, $5, $7, $10 and $15, all exclusive 
of tax. A stipulation of the Commis- 
sion is that 6,300 seats be sold at $2, 
$3 and $5, the majority of this allot- 
ment to be $2 admission tickets. 

An effort by Matchmaker Jess Mc- 
Mahon of the Garden to have the 
Commission approve a bout between 
Joe Dundee and Ace Hudkins on Feb. 
25 was rejected, Chairman James A. 
Farley advising the Garden official the 
board’s attitude favoring a meeting 
between Dundee and Willie Harmon 
was unchanged. If this fight is held 
as a Garden attraction, it will be only 
because those concerned have no other 
alternative. 

McMahon does not want to put it 
on, nor does Max Waxman, manager 
of Dundee, want to accept the bout 
in view of the fact that Dundee has 
already beaten Harmon. In explain- 
ing his stand for a Dundee-Harmon 
bout, Chairman Farley said that the 
recent Dundee-Roberts match was 
sanctioned only on condition that Har- 
mon receive a match with the winner. 

The report on the Sam Langford 
benefit at the Walker A. C. revealed 
that the veteran will receive $5,410.76 
as the net profits. The benefit show

the collapse of the baseball war, the Hubbard 

article on football continues to be the storm cen- 

tre of sports for the week. Stormed at with shot 

and shell, the former Harvard guard still holds his po- 

sition and defends his lines. ‘‘Tack’’ Hardwick is quoted 

as saying that it is a good thing to get the discussion 

out.in the open, but almost all other comments have 

been in the shape of verbal brickbats aimed at the de- 
voted head of Wynant D. Hubbard. 

In defending his article which labeled Princeton play 
over a term of six years as ‘‘dirty football,’’ Hubbard 
says that he is but voicing the sentiments of a number 
of Harvard football followers who met after the last 
Princeton-Harvard game. In addition, he adds that he 
has spent three years in Africa and two in Canada since 
his graduation in 1921. 

If that statement means anything significant, it 
means that he has seen only one of the games since 
1921, and that a large part of his article is based on evi- 
dence which was offered to him by other persons. In 
other words, he is offering this as ‘‘hearsay’’ evidence, 
which is barred in any legal procedure. 


A Strange College Yell. 


The Hubbard outburst was not sponsored by Harvard 
University, as the letter of President’ A. Lawrence 
Lowell and the statement of Bill Bingham, director of 
athletics at Harvard, prove beyond question. In fact, 
it has been disavowed emphatically at Cambridge, and 
Harvard men have been among the first to question the 
wisdom, the accuracy and the sportsmanship of the ar- 
ticle as published. 

Hamilton Fish Jr. has risen in wrath to berate Hub- 
bard for his attack on the football players of Old Nas- 
sau. When ‘‘Ham’”’ Fish played football for John Har- 
vard he never complained to the public that some rough 
Princeton man slapped him. Nobody twisted Charley 
Brickley’s famous ankles and Eddie Casey never called 
for help. Eddie Mahan looked forward with delight to 
all scrimmages against Princeton and even now he looks 
back upon. them with regret. : 


Shake Well Before Taking. 


The charges of ‘‘dirty football’’ against Princeton 
players should not be taken too seriously. It was be- 
cause the students of both institutions took their foot- 
ball too seriously that athletic relations between Har- 
vard and Princeton were severed last Fall. Rivalry had 
developed into something that looked suspiciously like 
enmity, and perhaps a break was all for the best. 

The Hubbard charges may prove a blessing in dis- 
guise. There has been much talk of rough tactics on 
the part of many college football teams, and the airing 
of the Harvard-Princeton argument may clear the at- 
mosphere a bit, 

But the supposition is unreasonable that Princeton has 
been deliberately roughing and maiming Harvard foot- 
ball players over a term of six years. Undoubtedly 
Princeton played harder against Harvard than against 
any other college, because that was the game which the 
Tiger wanted to win above all others, but the theory 
that Princeton has a monopoly on bad sportsmanship is 
untenable. 


If it proves nothing else, the Hubbard article proves 
that. 


Farewell, a Long Farewell. 


A week ago Byron Bancroft Johnson was thundering 
denunciations of Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis. Now 


he is in exile, and the American League magnates are 
casting about for his successor. As some French philos- 
opher said: 

‘‘All his troubles came because he neglected so many 
wonderful opportunities to remain silent.’’ 

Ban Johnson has said a long farewell to all his great- 
ness. He had been an imposing figure in the national 
pastime, but the parade had passed him. He had not 
kept step with progress, and his eyes were turned to- 
ward the past, the scenes of his triumphs, His battles 
with Landis were all losing. ventures, and much of his 
prestige vanished with succeeding defeats. 

Thus the tumult and the shouting dies, and peace is 
once more restored to the baseball world. 


Another County Heard From. 


You mention Yale, Harvard, Princeton and Penn 
State as typical of colleges that have fine soccer 
teams. Doubtless true. But to mention four college 
soccer teams without including Pennsylvania is as 
bad a ‘bull’? as mentioning college crews without in- 
cluding the Navy. 

In the last twenty years Yale has won the intercol- 
legiate soccer championship once and tied once, Har- 
vard twice, Princeton three times, Penn State none— 
and Pennsylvania five times. All of Pennsylvania’s 
victories have occurred since 1914. 

WINTHROP WILLIAMS, ’15. 
There is no controverting the evidence that Mr. Wil- 
liams offers, and Pennsylvania was not omitted with 
malice aforethought or any criminal intent. A thousand 
apologies are herewith offered to the University of Penn- 
sylvania for distribution among the students and alumni. 


The Maroon on High. 


The big test of Fordham’s fine basketball team will 
come during the Southern trip next week, when the 
Maroon lads will tackle the Navy, Georgetown and 
Catholic University. The Navy is the team which is 
most feared, even though Penn subdued the Annapolis 
five last Saturday night. 

Decisive victories over Dartmouth and C. C. N. Y. put 
the Fordham five on a championship rating. It’s up to 
them to stay there. They have won ten consecutive 
games so far this season without a blotch of defeat on 
the Maroon ’scutcheon. That’s a fair start in a promis- 
ing basketball campaign. 


For the Fun of It. 


This Berlenbach must like to fight. There is no other 
explanation for his coming fistic argument with Mike 
McTigue in the Garden on Friday night. Berlenbach is 
entered in the race for the heavyweight championship, 
but he will fight McTigue at 175 pounds, the light- 
heavyweight limit. 

It will mean nothing to Paul if he defeats McTigue. 
He did that once before and won a championship crown 
for his efforts, but Mike has no crown now.

Mahan, who expressed re- 
gret at the. publication of the Hub- 
bard charges, said he had seen all of 
the Harvard-Princeton football games 
of the last five years and that all of 
them were played fairly.

W. FURTWAENGLER 
ON HIS WAY HERE 


Conductor. of Philharmonic Is 
Against Sensationalism 
in Music as an End. 


WANTS. MERIT IN NOVELTIES 


Would Not Only Produce Modern 
Works, but Also Give New Life 
to Old Compositions. 


BERLIN, Jan. 25 ().—Wilhelm Furt- 
waengler left today to resume his post 
as conductor of the New York Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. He will board 
the Aquitania at Cherbourg. Ques- 
tioned as to his programs in New York, 
he said: 

“It has become the fashion to de- 
mand that each conductor’s program 
contain at least one premiére presenta- 
tion of a contemporaneous composer’s 
work, I agree, of course, that the fate 
of contemporaneous music should be 
one of the conductor’s prime concerns. 
But he should produce modern com- 
posers because of the intrinsic value 
of their work and not merely to fill 
up a@ program with a novelty. I pro- 


test against sensationalism in music 
as an end and object. 


His Duty as Conductor. 


“There are those who believe that 
it is better to offer a first production 
of a poor composition than a repetition 
of a good one. I disagree. I would 
rather conduct a good second perform- 
ance than a bad first. Besides, I 
think it is a conductor’s duty not only 
to produce modern things, but also to 
give modern life to old. 

“The musical director, after all, is 
the trustee of the musical possessions 
accumulated through the ages. It is 
his duty to maintain the highest stand- 
ards by choosing from all this accumu- 
lation the best and most deserving of 
immortality, including the most mod- 
ern, if it has innate value.” 


Discusses Modern Rhythm. 


On the question of the place for 
modern rhythm in composition Herr 
Furtwaengler observed: ‘There are 
those who claim that rhythm in our 
technical age plays a different rdle 
from what it did formerly. This theory 
leaves out of consideration, however, 
that the human organism is still the 
same that it used to be. The heart, 
the lungs, the whole body still func- 
tion as they did before the machine 
was invented. So long as human beings 
are not artificial creations, the more 
rhythmic appeal of machinery will not 
satisfy them. On the contrary, man, I 
believe, often suffers from machinery, 
and music affords a welcome escape 
from his enslavement by the machine.” 


FOUR TOSCANINI CONCERTS. 


Conductor to Direct Philharmonic in 
a Beethoven Festival. 

The veil of mystery that for three 
weeks has surrounded Mr. Toscanini’s 
failure to conduct the Philharmonic 
Orchestra, for which he had accepted 
a month’s contract and had made the 


| voyage to America, was broken at last 


at yesterday’s morning rehearsal of 
the orchestra in Carnegie Hall. Con- 
trary to many reports, it was made 
known that the conductor would ap- 
pear publicly before sailing back to 
Italy. 

Mr. Toscanini, it was announced 
later in the day, had agreed to under- 
take three concerts here and one in 
Philadelphia. These constituted all 
that would remain cf his schedule be- 
fore Mr. Furtwaengler’s return. 

As -his appearances were so limited, 
Toscanini decided a Beethoven festival 
would be ‘“‘interesting and timely.” 
This he would open with two Bee- 
thoven symphonies at the Metropolitan 
Opera House concert next Tuesday 
night, the Third, or ‘‘Euroica,’”’ and the 
Fifth. 

The Ninth Symphony will follow at 
both the Saturday night ‘students’ 
concert” and the concert Sunday at- 
ternoon, Feb. 6,.in Carnegie Hall. It 
will be preceded by the First Sym- 
phony, and the singers for the choral 
Ninth will be those already prepared 
by the Schola Cantorium. 

These will be Toscanini’s only ap- 
pearances here, the statement from the 
Philharmonic Society concluded. He 
will lead the orchestra once on tour, 
probably Feb. 8 in Philadelphia. 

As lately as yesterday morning, pub- 
lished reports had Mr. Toscanini quit- 
ting the United States for a year of 
rest. It was hinted that memorizing 
music, which he invariably leads with- 
out a score, had become too taxing 
for him. A denial of that was prompt- 
ly issued by Dr. Hubert Howe, per- 
sonal physician to the Philharmonic 
Chairman, Clarence H. Mackay. 

Mr. Mackay is understood to have 
underwritten half of the cost, both 
last season and again this year, of 
bringing Toscanini to America. He 
prevailed on the conductor, who had 
missed three weeks of concerts while 
convalescent from grip at the Hotel 
Astor, to end all further doubt and 
delay by publicly redeeming the final 
week of his engagement as announced. 


FOSTER TRIG IN RECITAL. 


Large Audience Entertained With 
a Folksong Program. 


The Fay Foster Trio sang to a large 
audience and one socially late in ar- 
riving at the Town Hall last evening, 
when the new group made its bow in 
French, German and Spanish foik- 
songs. A final series in the same inti- 
mate manner from the British Isles 
recalled in its simpler vein the re- 
cent classic revivals of the English 
singers from the same platform. 

Miss Foster, familiar as a song writer 
in other artists’ programs, was the 
soprano of the little concert party. 
Quaintly costumed and seated in- 
formally on the stage with her were 
Josef Berge, baritone, and Jean Gra- 
velle, bass. Mildred Miles assisted at 
a modern piano. 

The audience, quick to catch the 
spirit of the songs from the leader’s 
wee explanations in English, laughed 

heartily at Mr. Gavelle’s merry 
“Chanson a Boire’’ from a play of 
Moliére. Applause also greeted Mr. 
Berge’s holding of a skein of yarn and 
his ballad of a prisoner’s swim to free- 
dom at Nantes. 

To German folktunes of spinners 
and philosophers, lovers and laborers, 
the program added novel numbers from 
Spain, Cuba and Argentina, These 
also were dressed to the life and, in 
Mr. Gravelle’s case, reproduced Zu- 
loaga’s painting of a toreador of 
Madrid.

The Philharmontc Concert. 


An eleventh hour change in the 
program of the concert of the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra conducted by 
Fritz Reiner last night in the Metro- 
politan Opera House brought about 
performances of Richard Strauss’s 
tone-poem, ‘‘Also sprach Zarathustra’’ 
and orchestral excerpts from ‘Die 
Meistersinger”’ in place of other com- 


positions by Berlioz, Strauss, and 


Wagner previously announced: The 
audience was not the loser by this 
arrangement. If the validity of 
Strauss’s conception of the functions 
of symphonic music is admitted, it 
is wrong to pay less attention to the 
colossal pages of “Zarathustra” than 
to those of the more popular tone- 
poems, such as “Don Juan,” ‘Till 
Eulenspiegl,” and “Don Quixote.” 
“Zarathustra”? may be only the great- 
est of Strauss’s failures in symphonic 
music, but its conception does indeed 


tower to the heavens; its structure is 
monumental, and a large part of it 
is to be included among the greatest 
music that this composer has penned. 

Mr. Reiner, moreover, is well versed 
in such music and is its sympathetic 
and enthusiastic interpreter. Some of 
the effect of the gigantic symphonic 
fragment was lost last night in the 
vast spaces of the Metropolitan Opera 
House, which is not the place for an 
orchestral concert. Strauss’s climaxes 
came off very well, but there are shad- 
ows and half lights in the score of 
“Zarathustra”’—mezzotints, as the late 
James Huneker might have put it, of 
a half-visible world—that could not be 
conveyed. One thinks particularly of 
the music of depth and shadow from 
which merges the chorale of the 
‘“‘hack-worlds dwellers,’’ as they are 
named in the score, and the poem of 
Nietzsche from ‘which it is derived; of 
the beginning of the great fugue, and 
pages of the music of “the conva- 
lescent.’’ Certain of these places had 
to be overemphasized and some of the 
climaxes had a stridency they need 
not have possessed in the fuller sonori- 
ties of a concert hall. Tonally, there- 
fore, the composer and the conductor 
were somewhat handicapped, in spite 
of which the work made a strong im- 
pression on the audience and displayed 
Mr. Reiner at his best as an inter- 
preter of modern music. He preserved 
admirable continuity in a composition 
of such vast design that it becomes in 
the hands of some conductors chaotic. 

The introduction—the flaming music 
of the sunrise—could have been 
broader, the chorale in its early pages 
more impressive and mysterious; but 
afterward there was the dramatic ac- 
cent, the rhetorical intensity always 
present in this tone-poem, as there 
was also much of the flaming audacity 
and intrepodity of temper that makes 
this music so great and so inspiring, 
even when its ideas are a little light 
or thin. They can gibe at philosophy 
in music who will; no doubt the two 
things ar® widely separate; but when 
Nietzsche’s poem of the Super-man and 
his confronting of destiny evokes from 
a composer such a response as that of 
Strauss, the listener is confronted with 
a fact instead of a criticism or a 
theory. This music may be far from 
Nietzsche, as some claim, but it is 
music of extraordinary intensity, arch, 
and expressive power. Mr. Reiner 
showed that he was well aware of this, 
well versed in his score, well able to 
make his interpretive ideas clear to his 
players and his audience. 

The concert opened with Weber’s 
poetic overture to “‘Oberon” and with 
a conservative, respectful, even dutiful 
performance of the lovely Fourth Sym- 
phony of Beethoven. These perform- 
ances do not invite extended comment. 
Mr. Reiner will be heard later in a 
hall more favorable to the playing and 
hearing of orchestral composition. He 
completed his concert last night with 
the ‘“‘Entrance of the Master singers,”’ 
the ‘‘Dance of the Apprentices,’’ and 
the finale from the third act of Wag- 
ner’s opera. 


A Debut Recital. 


Clara Haskil, pianist, played a pro- 
gram of music by Bach-d’Albert, Bach- 
Busoni, Schumann, Chopin, Brahms, 
Liszt, Dubussy, Ravel and Liapounoff 
yesterday afternoon in Town Hall. 
This was Miss Haskil’s first recital in 


New York. She showed unmistakable 
talent in the form of a musical tone, 
fleet fingers, warmth in the playing of 
melodic passages and _ considerable 
virtuoso instinct. In Chopin’s F minor 
ballade she was usually sensitive and 
responsive to the composer’s thought. 
There was occasionally the tendency to 
hurry over melodic figures in a way 
that lessened their value to the listener. 
and in general there could have been 
more substance and repose in the play- 
ing. But these are matters that are 
not always at command, even when 
clear in the mind of a performer, under 
the conditions of a début concert. 

It was evident that Miss Haskil has 
accomplished much that is excellent 
from the pianistic standpoint and that 
she has a talent worth development 
through cultivation and experience. A 
certain lack of musical experience was 
probably responsible for too great a 
care for notes and a too meticulous re- 
gard for technical details in the im- 
pressionistic pieces of Debussy (‘‘Pois- 
sons d'or’) and Ravel (‘‘Gibet” and 
“Jeux d’eau’’). ‘‘Poissons d'or’ is in 
fact one of Debussy’s more extreme 
flashes of impressionism, and the ef- 
fects must be painted in with freer 
and broader brush-strokes than Miss 
Haskil employed.

The Metropolitan called the first 
meeting on its stage yesterday of those 
who for weeks and months have been 
preparing ‘“‘The King’s Henchman.”’

At yesterday’s meeting Mr. Serafin 
invited the principals in the cast to go 
over their réles informally with Wil- 
fred Pelletier at a piano set at one side 
of the stage. In leading parts were 
Lawrence Tibbett, also an American, 
and Edward Johnson, a Canadian. 
Florence Easton, an Englishwoman, as 
the heroine, was absent yesterday. A 
supporting cast of Americans, as hith- 
erto outlined, included George Meader, 
Marion Telva, Joseph Macpherson, 
Dorothy Flexer and William Gustafson. 
Messrs. Altglass and Picco of the for- 
eign artists proved especially adept at 
their English lines.

Sings Works of Scandinavian, 
Finnish and English 


Composers. 


An unusually valuable program of 
songs by Scandinavian composers, by 
Schubert and by Finnish and English 
composers was given’ last night in 
Aeolian Hall by Lauritz Melchior, the 
Danish tenor of the Metropolitan 
Opera House. Mr. Melchior’s list an- 
nounced, among other songs, ‘‘Uja- 
rak’s Leaving,” by Hakon Borresen; 
“The Flying Eagle,” by Sverre Jor- 
dan; “The Queen and Her Knight,” by 

Andreas Hallen; the “Song of Hroars

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Sundry affairs pertaining to a mis- 
sion in Mission Square, New York 
City, amid the squalid terrors of the 
heathen Chinese, give considerable va- 
riety to “Yours Truly,” a many-sided 
musical comedy mounted at the Shu- 
bert last evening. Developments from 
the eleemosynary institution include a 
brisk and pleasantly comic scene 
among the hangers-on of this end of 
the city, a thwarted—oh, heart-rend- 
ing—love, two excellent and many sub- 
sidiary swats on the head with silent 
and deadly instruments, a dangerous 
chase through the dank cellars of the 
almond-eyed cocaine smugglers, and 
several good, wholesome lessons in 
philanthropy. Fortunately, Shuffling 
Bill, with whom the high-minded Mary 
Stillwell had fallen in love, turns out 
to be not a treacherous turncoat but 
a friend in disguise. “I’m not Shuf- 
fling Bill,’’ he shouts in the fury of a 
fight for the honor of his sweetheart; 
“I’m chief of the narcotic squad!’’ 
At this point the present reviewer was 
forced to deny himself further twists 
of story in this circus-ring musical 
comedy; but late dispatches from the 
Shubert Theatre, brought by private 
and trustworthy emissaries, accounted 
for the safety of all the more pleasant 
people in the cast at approximately 12 
o’clock. 

More particularly the plot does not 
constrict the clowneries of Leon Er- 
rol, with the deceptive knee and roll- 
ing gait, nor does it depress the hotsy- 
totsy Tiller girls as they scamper fri- 
volously around the stage and rattle 
their pretty toes on the stage for all 
the world like a smart drum corps. 
Mr. Errol, in a shocking state of auto- 
intoxication, reels out of a taxicab 
when the stage is cleared of active 
performers, wrestles with that weak 
knee of his, makes a bold effort to 
stamp and mail a letter, but fails 
through inability to arrive at the 
exact spot where the letter-box 
passes on its unsteady course around 
the stage. Mr. Errol tears up the 
letter. In the second part Mr. Errol 
is handicapped somewhat by up-to- 
date toggery and clean-cut sobriety. 
This evening he is likely to be tipsy 
again from 9:45 to 10:10. 

When the plot is not too active the 
Tiller girls, their teeth carefully pol- 
ished, prance around the stage, wind 
themselves up into rhythmic knots, 
fall on their backs without spoiling 
the formation, rise again just as skill- 
fully, kick and. swing, and continue 
their gymnastics just three times as 
long as is humanly possible. Like the 
tall buildings, one never knows just 
where they will stop. 

Taking its cue from the circus, no 
first-class musical comedy nowadays 
is content with one dancing troupe. 
When “Yours Truly’’ has exhausted 
one clickety-click squadron and thrown 
it in a state of coma into the 
wings, on rushes a line of fresh rein- 
forcements in new costumes, ready to 
go all through it again. 

Although no part of ‘‘Yours Truly’’ 
is particularly distinguished, the spon- 
sors have been generous with the 
amount of their entertainment, and 
they have kept it all moving with a 
rush. They will not be chagrined to 
have ‘“‘Yours Truly’’ described as clean 
musical comedy. The ear does not 
redden; the eye does not water; the 
head does not shake sadly over licen- 
tious jesting. Indeed, Mary Stillwell’s 
code of philanthropy may look the Sal- 
vation Army squarely in the eye. “I 
have always thought,”’ she says, ‘“‘that 
a bowl of hot soup is better than a 
cold sermon.”’ Similarly, a glance at 
this robustious, if generally _ill-as- 
sorted, entertainment is better than a 
cold report of it eight or ten hours 
later.

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AUSTRIA ‘REARRANGES 
AMERICAN FILM QUOTA 


Makes Satisfactory Change for 


Representative of Movie 
Interests.

Special Cable to Tos New Yorx Timezs, 
VIENNA, Jan. 25.—The difficulties 
American movie companies. have expe- 
rienced in exporting films to Austria 


under its quota system were satisfac- | 


torily settled today at a conference be- 
tween Minister of Commerce Schuerff 
and Edward G. , Buropean rep- 
resentative of the American film in- 
dustry. ; 

Minister Schuerff declared the change 
in the import ratio of twenty foreign 
films allowed for each one produced in 
Austria to a ratio of ten to one, which 
came into force on Jan. 1, was not to 
be interpreted as an unfriendly act. It 
was agreed that Austria requires a 
total of approximately 400 films va 
ear. To meet these uirements 
Austria will have to produce forty 
films annually. It was decided, there- 
fore; that the film ratio will fluctuate 
according to local production. The 
agreement states in part: 

“A suitable increase of import ratio 
will be provided in the event that the 
production of domestic pictures proves 
considerably less than the forty pic- 
tures in a year.’’ 

The Minister further declared that 
when it is intended to make any 
change in the ratio the American or- 
x ue will be advised. 

Lowry was pleased by the 
friendly attitude he found and encoun- 
tered no real disagreement. The re- 
duction already made in the ratio is 
due to Austrian production proving 
greater than anticipated. 

Three-quarters of ‘the films imported 
here come from America. The only 
other country using the quota system, 
Mr. Lowry said, is Germany, where 
the ratio is one foreign film for each 
domestic one. Hungary put a quota 
into effect last year, but it has proved 
impracticable and has been with- 
drawn. Instead foreign films, which 
are predominantly American, are re- 
quired to pay a tax of about $80 each, 
which goes to a fund to subsidize do- 


mestic movie production, so far with- 


out results.

There was an evidently incurable 
case of reading titles aloud at the 
Cameo yesterday afternoon. So long 
as the young man, who thus offended, 
repeated for the edification of a young 


woman the text accompanying Charlie 
Chaplin’s old comed ‘Easy Street,’ 
the spectators near Lin did not mind 
so much, but when he was impelled to 
read in a conversational tone all the 
absurd English titles of a German pic- 
ture, “The Slums of Berlin,” more 
than one person scowled at him. He 
evidently gathered that his title-read- 
ing was not popular with those sitting 
in front and desisted for a while; but 
the temptation to read aloud was more 
than he could withstand. Hence he 
missed only five or six of the cap- 
tions. 

“The Slums of Berlin’ has the ear- 
marks of being an ancient German 
production. It is a disjointed, vague 
afair, but one which occasionally has 
a good idea. Aljthough it is by no 
means easy to follow the story, it is 
not really tedious. The captions, how- 
ever, are ill-suited to this underworld 
tale of the Prussian metropolis. It is 
obviously a German story, hence when 
modern American slang is incorpo- 
rated into the sub-titles, the effect is 
ludicrous. Such terms as ‘‘high-hat- 
ting” are hardly apt to do more than 

ves one an idea in an exasperating 
ashion. Sometimes the text was super- 
fluous, 

The theme of ‘‘The Slums of Berlin” 
concerns the life of two ex-convicts. 
One of them succeéds and the other, 
one is informed ‘‘bumps off a man.” 

An outstanding scene in this gloomy 
contraption is where Robert Kramer 
repairs some broken machinery in a 
plant and earns the gratitude of his 
employer. Goetzke fills the 
part of Kramer. His performance is 
sincere, but his expression is so rigid 
that it becomes monotonous. 

Quite a clever piece of work is ‘“‘A 
Film Director's Nightmare,’’ wherein 
is pictured the film, the players, the 
cans and cans of celluloid strips, the 
editing and the general bewilderment 
of having about 200,000 feet of nega- 
tive to cut down to 7,000 feet. 

“‘Knee-Deep in Love,’’ a short sub- 
ject in which the faces of the players 
are not visible is being revived. Then 
there is also that joyous comedy, Chap- 
‘lin’'s ‘‘Easy Street.”

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DIPLOMACY AND TRADE. 

The. importance of our commerce 
with Central and South America has 
Been increasingly impressed upon 
American business men. Many of the 
European comments on the attitude of 
our Government toward Nicaragua and 
Mexico dwell upon the fact that Amer- 
fican capital is visibly pushing toward 
the south. On this point it is evident 
that there are different opinions about 
the result of action at Washington. 
Not long ago a newspaper of Dallas, 
Texas, called attention to the fact that 
@everal Congressmen from that State 
had gone to the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of the House with a request for 
an additional sum of $20,000 for the 
purpose of furthering trade between 
the United States and Latin America. 
In this fact was seen a “ grim humor,” 
probably not perceived by the Texas 
Representatives themselves: 

While these Congressmen are seek- 
ing $20,000 for use in one year, the 
State Department continues killing 
off the friendship of Latin America 
at the rate of about $20,000 a minute! 
¢ * * A platoon of United States 
marines in Nicaragua, under present 
conditions, does more harm to our 
Latin-American trade in a week than 
@ whole regiment of Trade Commis- 

sioners can repair in ten years of 
hard traveling. 

No one supposes that this tells the 
whole story. Yet it does tell an im- 
portant part of it. South Americans 
will no doubt continue to do a big 
trade with the United States even if 

they dislike us. They need .what we 
have to sell, and our purchases from 
them are indispensable to their pros- 
perity. At the same time there is 
such a thing as sentiment even in in- 
ternational business. Europe is keenly 
eompeting with the United States in 
many South American markets, and 
anything which piled up resentment 
there against the policies of the Amer- 
ican Government might easily tip the 
balance in favor of European export- 
ers. This is, admittedly, not a con- 
elusive argument against the State 
Department’s doing what it thinks 
mecessary and just in order to main- 
tain American rights, but it is, all the 
same, & valid argument in favor of 
acting in a prudent and conciliatory 
spirit whenever we have to deal diplo- 
matically with the republics to the 
south of us. Even if we cannot escape 
feeling in our own hearts vastly 
superior to them, it is neither wise 
nor profitable to treat them as if they 
were acknowledged inferiors.

WATER POWER PLANS. 

Again Governor Smirx has discom- 
fited his enemies, Mr. Mizts told the 
public that the Governor was going to 
turn over the State “ hog-tied to Tam- 
many Hall.” Instead he proceeded’ at 
the first opportunity to make a num- 
ber of appointments for merit only. 
Then Colonel Roosevert charged that 
the Governor didn’t really want any- 
thing done about water power, because 
he preferred to “ preserve it-as a polit- 
ical issue for his personal advantage.” 
The Governor responds by having 
introduced in the Legislature a bill 
making it perfectly clear to all that 
he is ready to meet the Republican 
leaders half way in’ an endeavor to 
reach promptly a sensible determina- 
tion of the State’s policy. 

Even the most casual reading of the 
mew Power Authority bill will reveal 
what real concessions the Governor 
has made in the- ‘interest | of compro- 
mise and harmony. ‘Three Commis-

given broad powers, but they are not 
to be exercised. until-the Legislature 
approves .its recommendations. It is 
to secure the aid of the “best im- 
partial experts available” in order 
that it may make a searching inquiry 
into the. plan really suited to the 
State’s needs. It.is bidden to “study 
oe especially the experience of the 
“Federal Power Commission,” which 
is committed to the leasing system 
favored by the Republicans. ~Not a 
word is said which. would prevent the 
commission from reporting in favor 
of that system. 

Here is a most significant conces- 
sion. Previous Power Authority bills 
contained a clause categorically for- 
bidding leases. When he outlined his 
proposal only a+month ago at the 
Survey dinner, the Governor, while 
advocating a preliminary inquiry by 
the commission, spoke of first adopt- 
ing as a “fundamental principle” a 
declaration that the water powers of 
the State “ must not be alienated even 
by lease.” That seemed like foreclosing 
the issue. A commission sect up to 
recommend a water power policy for 
the State. certainly ought ‘ not to 
be forbidden at the outset even to 
consider the leasing system as a 
possibility. 

The Governor evidently recognized 
the force of that criticism, for while 
he feels as strongly as ever that public 
development is preferable to private, 
his new bill leaves it to the Power 


Mc,| Authority to decide between the two. 


It is to present to the Legislature by 
Jan. 1 a “comprehensive plan for the 


.|“ development of the water powers of 


“the State,” with recommendations 
concerning the ‘‘ economic practicabil- 
ity” of attaining the desired result 
“through the Power Authority or 
otherwise.” In other words, the Gov- 
ernor is willing to submit his proposal 
to review by competent independent 
authority. Can the Republicans afford 
to do less? 


DOLEFUL ABOUT BRITISH SEA 
POWER. 

It may comfort nervous members 
of Congress who rate the United 
States Navy as third to the fleets of 
Great Britain and Japan, despite the 
Washington Conference, to learn that 
the British Navy is going into a de- 
cline which probably can’t be arrested. 
In The Fortnightly Review ARCHIBALD 
Hurp quotes a British Admiral as 
saying: 

We had upward of 5,000 pennants 
flying in the Royal Navy when peace 
was declared, and we now have only 
about 40? ships, and all but about 
one-sixth of these are mosquito craft 
or other auxiliary vessels. 

Mr. Hurp, who is supposed to be 
close to the. Admiralty, asks whether 
it is realized that “the British fleet 
has dipped its ensign to the world.” 
He declares that it is ‘“‘ only a skeleton 
of what it was on the eve of war.”’ 
He prints: a table showing that on 
Sept. 1, 1926, Great Britain had in 
full commission nine battleships, as 
compared : with thirty :on- June 30, 
1914, and six with reserve comple- 
ments,. as compared with thirty on 
June 30, 1914. At the latter period 
she had seyen battle cruisers in full 
commission and now has two, with 
two manned by reserves. Her cruiser 
strength was forty-four and fifty-four, 
respectively, and is now thirty-one 
and eight. The curve goes up a bit 
when this authority says that Great 
Britain in September had six flotilla 
leaders in full and nine in partial 
commission. The fleet possessed only 
one flotilla leader on June 30, 1914. 
It is a very useful auxiliary, in which 
the United States is weak. Great 
Britain’s decline in destroyers is from 
204 in 1914 to 147 in 1926. She has 
fifty-five submarines now, and had 
seventy-two in the first war year, 
Mr. Hurp’s list does not include non- 
capital ships serving under Australa- 
sian and Canadian flags. “That con- 
“sideration apart, we have evidence 
‘in proof of the statement that the 
** British fleet has dipped its ensign.” 
Economy is the rule ashore as well 
as afloat. Dockyard maintenance is 
down to the minimum. 

Dealing with the Admiralty’s ship- 
building program, Mr. Hurp says that 
it is of a ‘“‘modest character,” only 
sixteen cruisers, seven of them of less 
than 10,000 tons; an aircraft carrier, 
twenty-seven destroyers, twenty-four 
submarines, four gunboats, a floating 
dock to go to Singapore, a repair ship 
and two submarine depot ships. It is 
a five-year program. When completed 
“the new ships will not make good the 
** gaps. which. will have occurred in 
“the fleet owing to the obsolescence 
“of existing vessels.” What fills Mr. 
Hurp with gloom is the fact that 
“public interest in the the British 
Navy has waned.” The Navy League 
and other organizations have appealed 
in ‘vain for the kind of support of the 
navy the Admiralty would like to see. 
The naval economists want to know: 
“ Against what enemy are you arm- 
ing?’ ‘To which Mr. Hurp: “ No one 
can foresee the future.”” He ponders 
the fact that “it is the fate of the 
“navy to’ be neglected when it has 
*“*won its victories for the British 
“peoples.” Human nature is the same 
on both sides of the Atlantic: 

Mr. Hurp has omitted to say that 
the Nelson and the Rodnéy, which with 
their nine sixteen-inch guns. will be 
the most powerful battleships in the 
world, are nearing completion. Their 


addition to the fleet will put the United. 
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retained, plus battle cruisers, make the 
British: fleet as powerful as any in.the 
world at the present moment. Those 
ships now, with reduced or reserve 
complements, could soon be adequately 
manned to take their place in the line. 
The British fleet remains a first-class 
fighting’ machine. Mr. Hurp writes

Japan’s wash, 
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NO QUESTION OF ETERNITIES. 

Among spokesmen of the Nationalist 
group in the French Parliament which 
has pronounced against ratification of 
the Mellon-Bérenger debt agreement 
are Louis DuBolIs and ADRIEN Dariac. 
The former declares, ‘‘We will not 
“bind France for ‘sixty-two’ years 
“in any such hargain.” ©M. Dartac 
writes to President Butter, ‘“ Each 
“year of the war and its sorrows will 
“be eternalized by the repayment of 
“the debt .of France to America.” 
Yet on the basis of personal experi- 
ence in the not distant past M. Durors 
and M, Dariac ought to be somewhat 
hesitant about arguing from sixty- 
two-year periods or from eternities. 
The former was for a number of years 
head of the Reparations Commission. 
M. Darrac was prominent a few years 
ago in the French administration of 
the Rhineland. In those capacities 
they ‘must have at one time been 
rather impatient with German protests 
against paying “impossible” sums to 
the Allies or being subjected for gen- 
erations to foreign “ control.” 

This is not to suggest that the 
French debt to the United States and 
the German debt for reparations stand 
on the same moral footing, Even the 
most obdurate of. our insisters on 
making the French pay to the last 
cent will admit the difference. But it 
would be a justified argumentum ad 
hominem to remind M. Dusors how 
badly matters went between France 
and Germany so long as Germans in- 
sisted that they never could pay any- 
thing, or to remind M. Dartac how 
sadly Germans exaggerated when they 
spoke of themselves as doomed to 
perpetual serfage to the Allies. The 
practical test of the Dawes plan has 
shown that Germany can pay some- 
thing without incurring ruin. It has 
also shown that German readiness to 
make a beginning of payment has de- 
cidedly improved trans-frontier feeling 
and made naught of Germany’s per- 
petual enslavement. 

With a great body of American pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of just and gen- 
erous treatment for France, it is nev- 
ertheless the human fact that exag- 
gserated French fears in delaying rati- 
fication only prolong irritation and 
postpone the decisive verdict on the 
issue of the debts—the verdict of facts. 
If experience shows that the Mellon- 
Bérenger agreement means bondage 
for the French people, American senti- 
ment will force the revision of the 
agreement. As matters stand we have 
@ quarrel instead of a test. 


RESERVE BANK CHARTERS AND 
BRANCH BANKING, 

The action of the House of Repre- 
sentatives on the McFadden Banking 
bill last Monday was in two respects 
of high importance. It broke the Con- 
gressional deadlock which during two 
years had obstructed enactment of a 
measure designed to bring the strong 
State banks into the Federal Reserve 
and to prevent withdrawal of national 
banks from that system. But it also 
took a new and positive stand on the 








| Reserve Banks’ charters. Rejection of 


the complicating “ Hull amendment,” 
on which the House had hitherto in- 
sisted while the Senate absolutely re- 
fused assent, insures the enactment of 
that part of the bill. The declaration 
that the twelve Reserve Banks, de- 
spite the formal time limit of their 
original charters, shall continue to 
operate until the franchise is dissolved 
by Congressional mandate or by for- 
feiture for violation of law, is also 
favored by the Senate. 

That provision, which was approved 
by an overwhelming yote, averts an 
awkward controversy. The Federal 
Reserve act of 1913 provided for each 
Reserve Bank a charter “for a period 
“of twenty years from its organiza- 
“tion, unless it is sooner dissolved 
“by an act of Congress.” Since the 
twelve banks were organized in the 
Autumn. of 1914, their charters would 
expire in 1934, That they would be 
renewed, no one has doubted; but ex- 
perience showed in the case of the 
National Bank act (from which the 
twenty-year franchise was borrowed) 
that the debate on renewal was likely 
always to inyite hostile demonstra- 
tions and sometimes to bring about 
unfortunate .compromises. Renewal of 
expiring national bank charters in the 
early ’80s, for instance, came up for 
debate in the midst of a silver-coinage 
dispute, and was made the basis for 
largely successful efforts to checkmate 
certain precautionary policies of the 
banks. The same thing might con- 
ceivably occur in 1934. But with the 
proviso voted on Monday by the House, 
the charters ‘virtuaHy become per- 
petual, though the power of “‘ dissolu- 
tion by Congressional mandate ” _— 
always be retained. 

. Of the rest of the McFadden bill, it 
need only be recalled that it involved 
the question of branch banking. So 
long as branches were not permitted 
to national banks in the Federal Re- 
serve, but were permitted by State. 
charters, the State banks were bound 
to have a competitive fami scinng* 
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for a. (powentud: national ‘bank to revert 
to a State charter and withdraw from 
the Federal Reserve. 
was thorny from the outset, for. the 
different States differed widely in their 
system of bank franchises, and the 
“ country banks” were in arms against 
further invasion of their preserve by 
branches of powerful city institutions, 
The McFadden bill handled the diffi- 
culty with much skill. It conferred on 
national banks the right to branches, 
but restricted the exercise of that 
power, largely with reference to popu- 
lation, and it held the balance evenly 
between the powers which would be 
enjoyed by State and national banks. 
Had it not been -for obstinate insis- 
tence on an amendment. withholding 
the branch-bank privilege perpetually, 
in States which do not now authorize 
that system, the law would have been 
enacted long ago. But the atmosphere 
seems now to be greatly cleared, 


IN BEHALF OF LOCAL FORESTS. 

A’ plea for an active campaign to 
extend the area of State, county and 
municipal forests is made by Colonel 
W. 3B. Greetzy, Chief Forester of 
the United, States, in the January 
number of American Forests, This is 
interesting » primarily because of the 
Federal position which the author 
holds. While advocating the round- 
ing out of the holdings of Federal! 
forest lands in the different States, 
Colonel GREELEY feels that there’ are 
many reasons, “including the stimu- 
“lus to local initiative, the commend- 
“able pride in local public achieve- 
“ment and the beneficial influence 
“of active State participation in 
“*timberland management upon all 
“phases of local public policy dealing 
“with forestry” why there should 
be a vigorous extension of State 
forest ownership. In some instances he 
would effect exchanges between State 
and Federal authorities so as to fa- 
cilitate administration. In others he 
would have the municipalities and 
even the counties have more forests 
of their own locally administered. 

That such a program will be wel- 
comed in the East as well as the 
West is almost certain. But it is 
questionable—and by inference the 
Chief Forester admits as much — 
whether the Western States are as 
ready as those in the East to carry 
out a plan of extensive additions to 
the holdings of State forest lands. 
Some of the Western States are still 
too near the frontier days in tradition. 
Many of the older settlers battled with 
the forests when they seemed almost 
impenetrable. They have from the 
beginning distrusted the Government’s 
policy of conservation and have re- 
sented the restrictions on grazing and 
cutting which the Forest Service has 
enforced in the national forests. Os- 
tensibly this has been because the 
forests were owned by the National 
rather than the State Government. 
In reality, they have never become 
reconciled to the principle of setting 
aside forest reserves for future ages. 

In the East the lesson of conserva- 
tion has been learned by harsh ex- 
perience. The great Eastern Common- 
wealths have for years been adding to 
their holdings of forest lands, and 
have been slowly building up the spirit 
of conservation among their citizens. 
In New York State, for example, 
millions of seedling trees are dis- 
tributed for reforestation each year at 
a nominal cost. Everything possible is 
being done to encourage interest in the 
forests and to stimulate the conserva- 
tion of existing woodlands and the re» 
planting of burned-over or cut-over 
lands, 

Increase in the number of forests 
held by different authorities should 
make it easier to improve the general 
level of forest administration, private 
as well as public. As Colonel GREELEY 
points out, “the more demonstrations 
“we can get in all parts of the coun- 
“try of good forest practice and prof- 
“itable forest management, the more 
“will the whole process of reforesta- 
“tion by all agencies be stimulated.”’ 
In other words, an element of com- 
petition may thus be introduced into 
forestry work which, in the long run, 
is sure to raise standards and rouse a 
greater appreciation among the citizens 
of good forestry methods. 
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MUSSOLINI’S CATHOLIC OPPO- 

SITION. 

Prus XI’s order for the dissolution 
of the Catholic Boy Scout organizations 
in the smaller Italian communities 
emphasizes a: state of facts recently 
made known in a Papal allocution. 
Despite Musso.tni’s absolute control 
over Parliament and the press there is 
an Opposition in Italy. It centres in 
the Vatican. It is not hostile to the 
Fascist régime, but retains the right 
of free criticism on matters affecting 
the interests of the Catholic Church. 
To the extent that Fascism arose as 
the answer to a Communist threat, it 
would enjoy the support of the Church. 
The Communist creed is basically ma- 
terialist and anti-religious, Commu- 
nism in Russia began by making war 
upon religion, and though it has aban- 
doned the policy of direct interference 
with churches it remains irreconcil- 
able in:doctrine; members of the Com- 
munist Party must eschew connection 
with any religious faith. 

Premier Mussouini’s ideals of na- 
tional unity and discipline involve the 
subordination of the individual to the 
State, From the'secular point of view 
he has frequently assailed the same 
“ modernistic” . tendencies. which the 


Church has found occasion to deplore, 
i| He has censured the pursuit of per- 
pleasure in an age when every-!

individual” is put forward as an in- 
alienable right. He has spoken out as 
firmly against cabarets, extravagant 
dancing and pleasure-chasing in gen- 
eral as the Church has pronounced 
against immodest dress.. He has em- 
Phasized the rdle of religion in the 
schools,’ In the broad sense the Church 
may regard MuSsSsOLINI as its ally in 
the war against unbelief. That would 
explain the tone of repeated Papal pro- 
tests against specific manifestations of 
Fascist policy. In his allocution com- 
plaining of Fascist violence directed 
against priests and Catholic organiza- 
tions Prus XI spoke of Mussoirn1 as 
a savior of Italy, In his latest protest 
against the Fascist attitude toward the 
Catholic Boy Scouts the Pope is care- 
ful to assume that MuUSsSsOLINI’s motives 
are of the>best. Only the wisdom of 
specific acts is questioned. 
Nevertheless, it is conceivable that 
Catholic opposition to Fascist policies 
may grow more intense if.a modus 
vivendi is not found on the question 
of control of the young generation in 
Italy. For the moment the Pope orders 
the Catholic Boy Scouts to give way 
before the Fascist “ balillas.”” He con- 
tents himself with the hope that the 
Government societies will find a way 
of employing the spiritual services of 
the priesthood. But if the Fascist boy 
troops develop along purely secular 
lines, the recent Papal allocution has 
sounded the warning that the Church 
never can acquiesce in the doctrine of 
the supreme claim of the State upon 
the loyalty of the faithful. In its ulti- 
mate implications Fascism, by exalt- 
ing the State, is not the friend of the 
Church. Yet statesmanship can for a 
long time postpone the clash of two 


seemingly irreconcilable doctrines. 
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A SELF-LIMITED COURT. 


The lecture on the Supreme Court of 
the United States, by a former mem- 
ber of it, Mr, CHartes E. HucuHes, 
could not fail to interest its immediate 
audience at Columbia University last 
evening, or those who read the printed 
reports of it. Out of ample knowledge 
Mr. HucGues traced the foundation of 
the Supreme Court, which, as he said, 
is distinctly American in conception 
and function. He showed how fortu- 
nate it had been for the country as 
well as the Court itself that some of 
the proposals 140 years ago for fixing 
the place of the judiciary in our ‘sys- 
tem of government were rejected. Still 
more important, in his opinion, is the 
fact that the principles of restraint 
adopted by the Judges themselves 
have established the Supreme Court 
as “an independent and exclusively 
judicial tribunal.” 

Among these self-limitations Mr. 
HucHEs puts first the rule of the 
Court that it will decide only actual 
cases. Advisory opinions it refuses to 
give, although they were requested of 
it in its early days. Nor will the Su- 
preme Court deal with questions which 
are purely political in their nature. 
When it is called upon to decide the 
constitutional validity of a given piece 
of legislation, it will take that con- 
struction of it which would make it 
conform to the Constitution, rather 
than a possible one that would ren- 
der it invalid. Finally, the Supreme 
Court debars itself from questioning 
the political motives of Congress, A 
mere legislative policy it will not re- 
view. So long as Congress keeps 
within the confines of legislative power 
the Court will not bring it under ju- 
dicial consideration. ‘“ Here,” remarks 
Mr. Hucues genially, ‘‘we meet one 
“of the pleasant assumptions which 
“make our system of government 
“workable. For the purposes of the 
‘‘courts, the Legislature within its 
“ sphere is deemed to possess all avail- 
“able knowledge and to be the treasure 
“house of wisdom.” That certainly 
makes it easier for the Supreme Court 
to do its work, however great the 
strain it puts upon public belief.

There 
were no maddening blows of pneumatic 
riveters delivered with the noise and 
rapidity of a machine gun in action, 
and no picturesquely dangerous toss- 
ing of red-hot rivets into a skillfully 
manipulated barrel a hundred feet 
away. Sixteen experts wearing goggles 
noiselessly fused beams and ‘girders to- 
gether with the intense heat of dazzling 
electric arcs. 

It will be recalled that the arc-welder 
was applied with brilliant success by 
American engineers in repairing the 
disabled machinery of interned German 
ships during the war. At Sharon the 
same apparatus was used for the first 
time in erecting the frame of a large 
building. — 

The Sharon structure must be ‘tested 
for strength, and the comparative costs 
of riveting and welding must be estab- 
lished, before we may herald the day 
when skyscrapers will be silently 
erected with electric heat. But it 
augurs well for the noiseless future 
that 100 tons of steel (one-eighth the 
amount. that would ordinarily have 
been required) were saved by arc weld- 
ing and that Sharon’s historic five- 
story factory has a steel frame of un- 
precedented lightness and stiffness 
for its size.

They will 
concede that healing is an art, but not 
that medicine is a science. They will 
admit that the study of anatomy or 
bacteriology may be scientific, but not 
the practice of curing people of some- 
times imaginary ills. 

One wonders whether the people 
who consult the beauty doctors, listed 
as dermatologists, think of them ac- 
cording to the dictionary meaning or 
accerding to the common superstition 
about their magic gift. As far back 
as Socrates men have talked in lan- 
guage that changes and grows, and 
perhaps if enough women think so, 
beauty doctor and dermatologist are 
synonymous. At any rate, there can 
be very little amusing argument with- 
out loose definitions that do not bind 
the disputants.

All 
round about lies Acadia, almost under 
the shadow of Blomidon. The peace of 
Acadia may have spread over London- 
derry like a benediction.

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‘THE. TREATY WITH TURKEY. | 


Regret. and. Thanks Expressed at Its oe 


Rejection by. the Senate. 
To the Editor of The New, York Times: 

The refusal of the United States 
Senate ‘to ratify the Turco-American 
Treaty of Amity..and Commerce 
prompts some reflection upon what the 
Senators who opposed it would do to 
regularize the diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries. 

There were three possible courses 
open to the American representatives in 
the Summer of 1923 when they met the 
Turkish delegation at Lausanne. First, 
they could have attempted to dictate 
a treaty to the Turkish representatives 
which would have salvaged the main 
points in the Treaty of Sévres. The 
Turkish delegation refused to negotiate 
upon this basis. Second, the American 
delegation could have left Lausanne, 
leaving the relations between Turkey 
and the United States substantially in 
the same incongruous condition that 
they have been since the rupture of 
diplomatic. relations in 1917. Third, 
they could have recognized the fact 
that the Turkish Government had, by 
force of arms, established its right to 
be treated-as a sovereign power. Minis- 
ter Grew and his associates realized 
immediately that the third course was 
the only one on which any treaty at all 
might be negotiated, The treaty which 
resulted. from the conference was a 
negotiated treaty, and not a dictated 
one. 

In 1919, with a large military force in 
Europe, the United States, if the Presi- 
dent and Congress had sanctioned it, 
might have established its right to dic- 
tate a treaty of peace which would 
have embodied the points which Sena- 
tor King and ‘his associates found lack- 
ing in the treaty of Aug. 4, 1923. That 
opportunity was allowed to slip by. 

Senator King is reported to have said 
that opposition to the present treaty 
was based on three grounds: Its failure 
to provide for the fulfillment of the 
Wilson award to Armenia, that it con- 
tained no guarantees for the protection 
of Christian and other non-Mosler: 
minorities in Turkey, and it failed to 
provide for the recognition by Turkey 
of American nationality of former 
Turkish subjects. 

The Wilson award to Armenia could 
have been fulfilled only by a resort to 
force of arms on the part of the United 
States. Secondly, to have incorporated 
into a treaty the principle of protec- 
tion of Christian minorities would have 
been to depart from the tradition:1 
American policy in this respect and 
probably would have put us in the class 
with the European powers who have 
failed to live up to their promises un- 
der similar conditions. Thirdly, na- 
tionality rights of American citizens 
who were formerly subjects of Turkey 
are the subject of proper diplomatic 
negotiations in case the other contract- 
ing party claims the vight to their 
aliegiance. 

Is it to be contended that the United 
States should endeavor to negotiate 
another treaty which would embody 
these points? Does Senator King think 
that America can bully the Turkish 
Governmcrt into including these points 
in any other treaty? '..is treaty may 
not be ideal, but the fact remains that 
it was the best treaty which was pos- 
sible at the time of negotiation. Cer- 
tainly the action of the Senate goes far 
toward increasing the ill-will of the 
Turkish people toward America—and 
America needs all the good-will she 
can muster at present. 

Three years’ residence in Constanti- 
nople, two of which were spent under 
the régime of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment, convinces me of the sincere at- 
tempt on the part of the Turkish peo- 
ple and its Government t~ put its house 
in order, to provide for peace and jus- 
tice and the preservation of law and 
order within its territories, and to ful- 
fill its obligations under international 
law. The American missionary and 
educational projects in Turkey, to say 
nothing of the business and commercial 
interests there, are almost unanimous 
in demanding that the relations be- 
tween the two countries be re-estab- 
lished on the basis of reciprocal ex- 
change of diplomatic and consular offi- 
cials. The Government and people of 
the United States have nothing to lose 
by such a procedure; the American 
citizens resident in Turkey, who have 
their homes, businesses and financial 
interests there, have everything to 
gain. For it is not impossible that the 
Turkish Government may so interpret 
the Senate’s action as proving that the 
United States is not actuated by good 
will in its international relations, and 
thus make it well-nigh impossible for 
these eminently successful and desira- 
ble outposts of American culture to 
continue their work there. May Sena- 
tor King and his supporters be led to 
see the situation in the light of reason 
and be convinced that an opportunity 
once allowed to slip by cannot be re- 
trieved.

Quns Boom Salutes and Army 
Planes Escort the Renown 
From Cristobal to Gatun. 


DUKE INSPECTS WATERWAY 


He Marvels at Engineering Feat— 
Returns Greetings of Thousands 
Gathered to Welcome Him.

BALBOA, Jan. 25.—The Duke and 
Duchess of York received the hearty 
welcome upon their passage of the 
Panama Canal promised by Ambassa- 
dor Houghton. It began with a salute 
of twenty-one guns from the Arkansas, 
which escorted the Renown to the har- 
bor and ended with the greeting of 
thousands from the Panama Canal 
Zone upon their arrival at Balboa at 
5 o’clock this evening. 

The Renown reached Cristobal at 5:50 
o’clock this morning. Major Charlies 
Brathwaite Wallis, the British Minis- 
ter, and his staff boarded the ship at 
6 o’clock and stayed till the arrival at 
Gatun. 

Fifteen airplanes from France Field 
escorted the Renown from Cristobal to 
Gatun, where the Duke received Gov- 
ernor Walker of the Panama Canal 
Zone, General Martin; commanding the 
Panama Canal Department of the 
army; Admiral Day of the Fifteenth 
Naval District, J. D. Arosemena, the 
Governor of Colon Province, and other 
officials. Admiral Laws of the Arkan- 
Sas also was received aboard the Re- 
nown at Gatun. 

The royal party disembarked at 9 
o’clock. The Duke of York inspected 
a@ guard of honor from the Fourteenth 
Infantry, commanded by Brig. Gen. 
George S. Simonds, and proceeded to 
view the opening of the spillway gates 
of Gatun Lake and the operation of 
the locks, Governor Walker acting as 
guide. He returned aboard the Renown 
and entered the lake at 11:24 o'clock. 
A large crowd cheered and waved a 
farewell, which was returned by the 
Duke and Duchess waving from the 
Renown. 

Captain John Downes, U. S. N., Ma- 
rine Superintendent of the Panama 
Canal, accompanied the Duke through 
the canal, explaining the construction 
and operation. The Duke evinced great 
interest, asked many questions regard- 
ing the canal and expressed great ad- 
miration for the canal as a great engi- 
neering achievement. 

The passage of the Renown was made 
with no untoward incident, piloted “by 
Captain Ralph Osborne, who was as- 
sisted by. two junior pilots. The ship 
arrived at Balboa on schedule, the 
first line coming ashore at 5 o’clock. 

On entering the harbor from the 
canal the Renown fired a salute of 
twenty-one guns, which was returned 
by the land batteries of the Panama 
Canal, 

The Duke and Duchess with the 
ladies-in-waiting end staff stood un- 
der a canopy on the after-superstruc- 
ture. The Duchess wore a simple 
orchid-colored gown. The Duke was in 
the uniform of a naval Captain, 

As soon as the gangplank was down, 
President Chiari arrived, accompanied 
by the Secretary. of Foreign Affairs, 
Horacio J. Alfaro. Then came the 
British Minister and his staff. 

When the President reached the deck 
the Marine Band played the national 
anthem of Panama. President Chiari 
inspected the guard of honor and then 
proceeded to the superstructure, where 
he was greeted by the Duke and 
Duchess and extended greetings and 
welcome to Panama. 

After a visit of half an hour the 
President left the Renown, the band 
playing the national anthem of 
Panama, 

Every part of the dock and the 
streets leading to the dock was crowd- 
ed with a cosmopolitan crowd, such as 
only Panama can produce, to see the 
' Duke and Duchess depart to the Brit- 
ish Legation for dinner. The visitors’ 
first day at the canal closed with a re- 
ception at the British Legation. Eight 
hundred persons were invited.

McCLURE PRAISES FASCISM. 


Publisher Says Itallans Are Best- 
Organized People In World. 

S. S. McClure, the publisher, who re- 
turned yesterday on the Majestic, said 
he had spent six months studying Fas- 
cism in Italy, during which he had 
talked with persons of every class. 
Mussolini was now stranger than he 
ever had been and was regarded al- 
most as a god, Mr. McClure said. Fur- 
thermore, the Government will not top- 
ple when he passes, for he will leave a 
people who are the best organized for 
self-government of any in the world. 

“The difference between democracy 
as we have it in America and autoc- 
racy as we have it under Mussolini is 
more in theory than in fact,” said Mr.

Mr. McClure expects to return soon 
to Europe, for he left Mrs. McClure ill 
in Paris. He hopes to spend another 
year in Italy.

GEORGE M. LANDERS” 


Business Man and Former Mayor 
57 Years Old. 


George M. Landers, formerly Mayor 
of New Britain and, President of. the 
‘Connecticut State Senate, died yester- 
day at his home, 200 West Fifty-eighth 
Street, after a two days’ filness of 
pneumonia, at the age of 5%. He is 
survived by his mother, his .second 
wife,. formerly, Hazel R. Fox; an 
actress, whom he married in 1919, and 
a cousin, Harold Lee Judd, a member 
of the New York Stock Exchange. 

Mr. Landers was @ member of one 

of the leading families of New Britain. 
His grandfather, George M. Landers, 
founded the large cutlery and hard- 
ware firm Landers, 
Clark. . After from the 
Sheffield Scientific School in 1894, Mr. 
Landers entered the family business, 
soon: became a director and never re- 
linquished his place on the board. He 
was Vice President, Secretary and 
Treasurer from 1906 until his’ resigna- 
tiom in 1911, Later he returned to the 
firm as manager of the New York of- 
fice, In recent years he had also been 
President of the Pressure Lighting 
Company and of the North & Judd 
Manufacturing Company. 

During the World War Mr. Landers 
was Assistant Food Administrator of 
Connecticut. Im the early part of his 
political career he was a Republican, 
but his admiration for Woodrow Wil- 
son caused him to join the Democratic 
Party in 1912, and he ran unsuccess- 
fully for Lieutenant Governor of Con- 
necticut on the Democratic ticket. He 
was Mayor of New Britain from 1906 
to 1910, receiving the support of both 
parties for his last term. 

In 1911 Mr. Landers married Mrs. 
George M. Sheffield, divorced wife of 
Victor Thorne. Mr. Landers had been 
an usher at her wedding to. Mr. 
Thorne, on which occasion Mr. Shef- 
field also was present as best man. 
The first Mrs. Landers obtained a di- 
vorce and married Captain Tracy 
Farnham, U. 8S. A., in 1919.

The latter substituted a 
forged check calling for $5 or $6, and 
the difference was turned over to 
Drimba, who was alleged to have kept 
two-thirds of the amount, dividing the 
remainder with his confederates. 
Drimba, as night auditor, had charge 
of the checks and until he was dis- 
charged was able to divert suspicion. 

Detectives trailed Drimba after he

they said, he met Mrs. Ward in the

B. M. T. She handed him an enve- 
lope.. The two were arrested and the 
envelope, the detectives said, contained 
nine checks payable to the hotel and 
$75 in cash.

MOVE TO BANISH 
ALL WOODEN CARS 


Party Leaders at Albany Back 
Bills to Bar Them. From 
Elevated and Subway. 


SALARY RISE REOFFERED 


Measure In Assembly to Enforce 
One Day of Rest Each Week 
for Street Car Workers.

ALBANY, Jan, 25.—A determined ef- 
fort to compel the elimination of all 
wooden cars on subway and elevated 
lines in New York .City will be made 
in the present session of the Legisla- 
ture. Republican and Democratic leg- 
islators from New York are working 
together to bring about such action. 

Senator Kleinfeld introduced last 
night a measure compelling the with- 
drawal of all wooden cars within one 
year. Assemblyman Hofstadter an- 
nounced that he was drafting a meas- 
ure calling for the elimination of the 
wooden cars, but. had not decided 
whether he would place a time limit 
on their withdrawal. 

With: the expected support of both 
parties, the bill providing for amend- 
ment of the State Constitution to in- 


crease the salaries of the Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor and legislators 
was introduced today by Senator Love 
and Assemblyman Dennen. The Legis- 
lature has passed the measure once 
and favorable action upon it again 
this year will allow it to be submitted 
to popular vote at the next election. 

The amendment would give the Gov- 
ernor $25,000 a year instead of $10,000, 
the Lieutenant Sovran $10,000 instead 
of $5,000 and Senators and Assembly- 
men $2,500 instead of $1,500. The Gov- 
ernor’s own assistant will receive $12,- 
000 this year, or considerably more 
than the Governor. 

The troubles of Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Selah B. Strong of the Second 
Judicial District were taken to the As- 
sembly today in a series of bills intro- 
duced by Mr. Boyle of Suffolk, where 
the Justice lives. One bill provides 
that special prfvileges should not be 
given in the Brooklyn Court House to 
Judges residing in Kings over those 
living in other counties within the ju- 
dicial district. 

Another bill would grant an addition- 
al confidential clerk to Judges sitting 
for a time in other counties, as does 
Justice Strong. 

A third bill provides for the separa- 
tion of the judicial district into two 
parts, one consisting of Brooklyn and 
Richmond, the other of Queens, Nas- 
sau and Suffolk. The new district 
would be expected to be Republican 
in political complexion. 

Another stand for the independence 
of Eastern. Long Island was assumed 
by Senator Thompson and -Assembly- 
man Wallace of Nassau, who proposed 
@ constitutional amendment aimed 
against any annexation of a part of 
Nassau by New York City without 
submission of the question to the ter- 
ritory - involved. 

Assemblyman Hackenburg introduced 
a bill to repeal the film censorship 
act, which, he declared, had resulted 
in establishing a standard of immor- 
ality instead of morality. 

Two labor measures were offered in 
a bill by Senator Whitley of Monroe 
to enforce one day of rest in the week 
for street car employes, and a bill by

Dr. Emanuel Lasker, the former 
world’s champion, has rejected all 
overtures to take part in the interna- 
tional grand masters’. chess tourna- 
ment next month, alleging that in the 
tournament here in 1924 he had been 
clocked by a highly sophisticated time- 
Piece and that his share of the ‘‘gate”’ 
had not been delivered to him.. Dr. 


Lasker also alleges that both in 1924 | feet 


and this year the arrangements for the 
tournament were designed to exclude 
him from the competition. 

Dr. Lasker was not formally invited 
to participate in this year’s tournament 
because of his charge in.a letter to the 
Manhattan Chess Club that he had 
not received his share in the “surplus’’ 
of the gate receipts. According.to club 
officials, there was a deficit of $400. 
Dr, Lasker. was. notified informally 
that he would be permitted to take part 
in the coming chess, tournament if he 
would cable word of his willingness 10 
a friend here. This the formér world’s 
champion refused to do, and the tour- 
nament will be held without him. 


Explains Withholding Bid, 


N. L. Lederer, Secretary of the Tour- 
nament Committee, said yesterday that 
the reason for not extending a formal 
invitation to the German master was 
that, in the committee’s opinion, this 
would only lead to another abusive 
letter, with renewed charges that the 
committee had “bluffed him and 
wronged him,” to translate Lasker's 
own phrases. 

The charges of the ex-champion 
were that the invitation was extended 
to him in 1924 on one day’s notice, 
with the hope that. he would find it 
impossible to accept; that a clock was 
manipulated in such a way as to rob 
him of fifteen minutes, upsetting him 
so that he lost his game to Capa- 
blanca; that his customary fee was 
not paid to him; that the “surplus’’ 
from the sale of tickets was not dis- 
tributed, as agreed. In a letter to the 
New Amsterdam Telegraph, setting 
forth his grievances in great detail, 
Dr. Lasker said that he was unable 
to accept the informal overture to en- 
ter the coming tournament, because 
to accept would be to confess that his 
oer complaints had not been justi- 
ied, 

Mr. Lederer, on behalf of the Tour- 
nament Committee, said that all of 
Lasker’s charges were false. He said: 

“‘We have the cablegrams to prove— 
and they have beer examined ty the 
close friends of Lasker in this country 
—that he had twelve days in which to 
make up his mind to enter the tourna- 
ment. We received no reply from him. 
We waited as long as we could before 
closing arrangements, and our last 
cablegram allowed but one day. 

Only Champion Gets $500. 

“He complains that he was not paid 
his regular fee of $500. The fee of 
$500 is that which is paid to the cham- 
pion. Capablanca is the champion to- 
day. Dr. Lasker evidently forgot that 
when he continued: to demand the 
champion’s fee. As for his share of the 
surplus, that is- ridiculous. The re- 
ceipts from the sale of, tickets for the 
whole month amounted to approzxi- 
mately $3,500.. ° 

“The tournament was financed 
chiefly by private subscriptions. In- 
stead of having a surplus, the com- 
mittee in the end had to raise $400 out 
of their own pockets. 

“The charge that the clock was 
manipulated to injure him is absolutely 
false. In the chess game, each con- 
testant is allowed two hours in which 
to make thirty-moves. He may use 
that time however he sees fit. That is, 
he may consume one minute in mak- 
ing the first twenty-nine and an hour 
and fifty-nine minutes in making the 
thirtieth if he sees fit. He is timed 
by a clock. Each player — turn 
off the clock as soon as he has made 
the move, to prevent time from being 
checked against him, What happened 
is that Laake forgot to stop his clock 
after one of his moves. The time was 
running against it and he did not no- 
tice it.

The Van Sweringen brothers were 
said to have arrived in New York yes- 
terday for a conference today with a 
committee of minority stockholders of 
the Chesapeake from Richmond, Va., 
in a last-minute effort to forestall op- 
position when the plan is presented to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
George Kemp, chairman of the dis- 
senters, and certain of his associates 
have opposed the purchase of shares 
of the Erie and. Pére Marquette with 
Chesapeake & Ohio money, and unless 
an agreement can be reached, the ex- 
pectation is that the plan for ‘the mer- 
ger will go before the commission with 
the holders of some 100,000 shares of 
Chesapeake opposing it. With this ex- 
ception, however, the Van Sweringens 
have met oe all of objections to 
their original plan. 

Meetings with this minority were 
held on last Friday and Saturday in 
an uptown hotel to avoid the pub- 
licity likely. to attend such conferences 
in the financial district. 

The reports of probable issuance of 
new Chesapeake stock to provide funds

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 25.—Mc- 
Cown & Co., members of the Philadel- 
phia Stock Exchange, were declared 
insolvent and the company’s President, 
Frank C. McCown Jr., was suspended 
from the Exchange today following a 
“bear” raid yesterday on stock of the 
Estey-Welte Corporation on the New 
York Curb Market. 

The insolvent brokerage firm, which 
had large commitments in the Estey- 
Welte stock, announced that ‘“‘the Es- 


tey-Welte Corporation is not involved 
in the assignment and its affairs are 
reported to be in excellent condition.” 

Counsel for Mr.. McCown said that 
the concern would try to reorganize, 
success depending on the attitude of 
brokers holding large blocks of shares. 
No statement of assets or liabilities 
was available. 

The A stock of the Bstey-Welte Cor- 
poration, the holding company for the 
Estey Piano Company and the Estey 
Company of Philadelphia, fell from 
4854 to 22 yesterday and the B stock 
from 18 to 9 during what was described 
here as a “vicious professional raid’’ 
on the New York Curb Market. 

The Tidelity-Philadelphia Trust Com- 
pany was named as assignee for the 
McCown & Co. stock. 

“We are convinced there will be no 
loss,’ declared William A. Schotten, 
associated with Mr. McCown in the 
company. ‘‘The stock was sold so very 
cheap there is sure to be a rebound, 
and we. believe it will go to a new 
high level.’’ 


Both classes of Estey-Welte stock, 
the break in which on Monday was 
followed yesterday by the announce- 
ment that McCown & Co., stock brok- 
ers and large holders of the stock, 
were insolvent, rallied on the New 
York Curb Market yesterday. The A 
stock, which declined more than 26 
points on Monday, moved up for a 
net gain of 1% points in large trading, 
while the B stock, which lost more 
than 7 points, recovered nearly 4 
points. 

The Curb Market here took no action 
in connection with Monday’s develop- 
ments. McCown & Co. are not mem- 
bers of the Curb and maintain only a 
branch office here.

CANADIAN CROP REPORT 


Chicago Board of Trade Amends 
Rules Affecting No. 4 Grade 
Corn—Rye Goes Up.

CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—Wheat values 
were on the upgrade from the start 
and sold at a new high on the present 
movement, with the close at the top 
with net gains of 1% to 15g cents, with 
May leading. The latter was 6% cents

Sellers of offers were forced to pro- 
tect themselves on the way up. 

The tightening in the domestic cash 
position was shown by the advance of 
1 to 1% cents in premiums on red 
Winters at the Atlantic seaboard and 
of 4% cent in hard Winters at the Gulf 
compared with Monday.

LOOKS FOR INCREASE 
_ IN WHEAT EXPORTS 


United States and Canada Will Be 
Chief Suppliers of World’s 
Bread, Trader Says. 


The United States and Canada will 
have to be the leading contributors to 
the world’s bread supply egain this 
Spring, according to a survey of world 
grain conditions made public yesterday 
by Axel Hansen, Chairman of the 
Grain Futures Committee of the New 
York Produce Exchange. By that time 
the United States is expected to have 
no appreciable surplus of wheat, and 
increased export demand, Mr. Hansen 
believes, will work toward enhance- 
ment of values. 

“Last year’s crop season ended with 
exceedingly low supplies of wheat and 
flour and the replenishing of empty 
shelves took a great many million 
bushels more than usual,’’ the survey 
says. ‘“‘According to official reports, 
the United States is supposed to have 
an export surplus of some forty or fifty 
million bushels left for the balance of 
the season; Canada 120 to 140 million 
bushels, of which some 80 per cent. is 
low grade and no grade wheat; Argen- 
tina has about 140 million bushels and 
Australia about 110 million bushels. 
But the supplies of the last two men- 
tioned countries must last up to the 
end of the calendar year, as the new 
crop will not be harvested until then. 

“Owing to the short wheat crops of 
Europe, as well as the scarcity of 
potatoes, rye and other foodstuffs, the 
European requirements are expected to 
be very large during the Winter and 
Spring months. Even though the 
Southern Hemisphere may supply the 
world with some ten million bushels 
weekly for the next three months, 
North America will still be called upon 
to furnish a substantial quantity dur- 
ing the Winter months and with the 
advent of Spring, the pressure of Ar- 
gentine and Australia wheat will be 
over and North America will again 
have to take the leading réle as the 
chief supplier of the world’s bread- 
basket.”

Standard Muslins May Advance, 

Probabilities are not altogether lack- 
ing that the advances now taking 
place in several varieties of finished 
and unfinished cotton goods will soon 
manifest themselves,in branded stand- 
ard muslins and other fine-yard fab- 
rics. Higher prices have already been 
made on some unbranded lines of 
bleached goods and on branded low- 
count muslins, the rises ranging from 
a quarter to half a cent a yard. Indi- 
cations here yesterday were that 
advances on “Fruit of the Loom,” 
“Fill” and other well-known branded 
lines would depend largely on whether 
the present activity in. these goods 
continues or is merely temporary. The 
firmer position of cotton, it was said, 
is not the factor in the pe, of 
higher prices that it might ordinarily 
be, due to generally low stocks in first 


hands.

Napped Goods Show Up Well. 
Compared with the business done in 


napped goods for the jobbing and man- 
ufacturing trades up to this time last 


year, sales of these fabrics so far this 
month make a very creditable show- 
ing. It is somewhat difficult to make 
a real comparison for the reason that, 
while 1927 lines for both trades were 
opened here about two weeks ago, 1926 
lines were opened in mid-December 
(1925) for the cutters and about a year 
ago this time for the jobbers. With 
the cutters understood ‘to have bought 
normally, however, and with more job- 
bers’ orders on the books by virtue of 
the earlier opening, first hands are in 
a satisfactory position. The lower 
prices asked for.the goods have been a 
factor in their active movement this 
year, but hardly less potent as a sales 
stimulant has been the marked im- 
provement in styling. 


Gray Goods Sales Fair. 

The lessened activity of gray goods 
in this market that manifested itself 
on Monday was again apparent yester- 
day. Despite this, however, a fair vol- 
ume of business was transacted. Buy- 
ers paid 7 cents to first hands for spot 
3814-inch 64-60 printcloths, second hands 
holding the goods at an eighth less. 
For actual spots of.38%-inch 60-48s, 6 
cents was the best that could be done, 
and this construction also brought 5% 
cents for February shipment. Trading 
in 39-inch 68-72s was done at 7% cents. 
Ten cents was paid for spot (in the 
East) 40-inch 2.85-yard sheetings, and 
there was’ further trading in 37-inch 
48-square four-yard goods at 7% cents. 
For 36-inch 5 and 5.50-yard sheetings 
6% and 5% cents were paid respectively. 
Sales of sateens during the day em- 
braced spot 3744-inch 4.37-yard. goods at 
11% cents and 4.70s in that width at 
10% cents. “Quick” and near-by sales 
of 128-68 combed broadcloths were re- 
ported at 16% cents. 


Worsteds Get More Attention. 
Worsteds are beginning to come to 
the fore in reorders which the dress 
trade is placing. After the strong run 
so far on silks, manufacturers are now 


building up their lines of sheen 
worsted dresses to be offered buyers 
during the course of the next few 
weeks. Worsteds for coats and suits 
are also being bought, although a good 
part of the fabric demand for the 
latter merchandise favors men’s wear 
fabrics, principally hairline stripe 
weaves. In the dress worsteds bright 
shades are wanted, but navy is 
favored in this group as well as in 
coatings and suitings. 


Solving Hosiery Color Problem. 

What is believed to be a solution of 
retail selling difficulties in connection 
with colors in women’s hosiery was 
described yesterday by an executive 
here. The main problem in popular- 
priced hosiery is to get quickly from a 
multiplicity of shades the one the cus- 
tomer wants without the sales clerk 
having to go through many boxes. The 
idea told of yesterday comprised the 
cutting of the front of the box, so that 
the toe of the last pair in it would 
project and thus show the color. The 
latter would then be apparent at a 
glance to both sales girl and consumer 
and much time would be saved for 
both, besides furnishing the possibility 
of increased turnover. The executive 
in question has made an application 


for a patent on his scheme. 
e,* 


New Effects In Printed Silks. 

Black and white effects were fea- 
tured in the supplementary Spring col- 
lection of printed silks opened yester- 
day by Cheney Brothers. ‘ One of the 
outstanding designs shown was called 
‘‘hombarding Rheims,” the title indi- 
cating the subject of the pattern, which 
was printed on sheer crépe. Other de- 
signs included modernistie flowers and 
fruits, swirling designs of the pin wheel 
variety, fernlike traceries, lace flowers 
and appliqué effects. Many of the de- 
signs were spaced, particularly in silks 
for sports wear, in contrast to the 
closely set all-over designs for street 
and early season wear. The fabrics 
comprised sheer crépes, crépes de 
chine, .voiles, mat-finished . basket 
weave, crépes and sports silks of the 
Shantung type. 


Dance Name Being Capitalized. 
The vogue for the “black bottom” 
dance is being taken advantage of by 
@ number of manufacturers in differ- 
ent lines who are bringing out novelty 
merchandise under that name. Hats, 
millinery and handbags are three lines

The Prairie Pipe Line Company has 
started the movemen€ of 20,000 barrels 
of crude oil daily from Oklahoma on 
consignment for the Standard Oil 


Company of New Jersey. This is the 
first time in several years that any 
large consignment of crude has come 
as far east as Bayonne through the 
old pipe lines. The total amount will 
exceed 1,000,000 barrels, it was re- 
ported, and may be 1,500,000 

Movement of oil through ‘the pipe 
lines is cheaper at present than mov- 
ing it south to the Gulf Coast and then 
shipping by tankers to New York. The 
method also obviates the need of 
Standard of New Jersey erecting addi- 
tional tanks in the Seminole district.

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 25.—A 
leave of absence has been granted 
to Professor Frank D, Graham of the 
Department of Economics at Princeton 
University to act as economic adviser 
to the Business Men’s Commission on 
Agriculture, it was announced here 
today.

Dr. Graham has been adviser to the 
commission since the middle of De-

Contractors wre Alleged: te Have 
Ousted Him te Get Credit 
for Raising Vessel. 


The raising of the wreck of the Hud- 
son Riyer steamer Washington Irving 
figured In an injunction application 
and a $100,000 damage suit filed in the 
Supreme Court yesterday by Captain 
Sloan Danenhower, submarine engi- 
neer and former naval officer. The de- 
fendants are the Morris & Cummings 


Dredging Company, which holds the 
contract with the Government for rais- 
ing the wreck, George Leary, Presi- 
dent of the company, and ‘Captain 
Frederick William Ebeling, salvage ex- 
pert, who succeeded Captain Danen- 
hower as wreck-master on the Wash- 
ington Irving job. 

The complaint recites that on July 
19 the Morris & Cummings Company 
signed a contract to raise the wreck 
from the Hudson River opposite Erie 
Pier 9, Jersey City, before Oct. 29. 

Captain Danenhower says the com- 
‘pany employed him on Oct. 14 to in- 
spect the work. He says he reported 
on Oct, 27 that the methods employed 
Were unsound. He was then em- 
ployed at wreck master under an 
agreement by which if the work was 
successful he was to have a bonus of 
$17,500. 

He alleges that a comspiracy was 
formed 4 Bagi 4 Leary and the dredging com- 
pany on 1 for the purpose of com- 
pelling him to abandon the contract so 
that the two defendants could take the 
credit for themselves for the success 
of the operation, and got Ebeling to 
become a party to it by making him 
wreck-master when Danenhower was 
relieved on Jan. 3. 

The defendants will answer the alle- 
_— when the case is argued in the 

ipreme Court, it was said yesterday. 


RICH CLUBMAN’S WILL 
PUZZLES HIS LAWYERS 


Roger R. Hill Disposed of a 
Fortune, but Attorneys Are Not 
Sare Who Gets It. 


So ambiguously phrased is the will of 
Roger R. Hill, clubman, who resided -t 
Palm Beach and died at Hl Paso, 
Texas, on Jan. 1, that the attorneys 
who filed it yesterday could not say 


what interest the beneficiaries aay in 
the estate valued at “between $1,000,000 
and $5,000,000." The will was filed by 
Barry, Wainwright, Thatcher & Sym- 
mers, 59 Wall Street. 

The disposition of half the hesiduary 
estate is questioned, among other 
things, according to the attorneys. The 
American Red Cross gets the principal 
of a trust fund of one-half after an- 
other beneficiary gets the use of it for 
life, but just who the beneficiary is 
was not made clear in the will. Two 
nieces, Barbara Hill and Suzanne 
Wickes, both of Sagamore, Mich., in- 
herit an equal interest in one-half, pro- 
vided they do not become communi- 
cants of the Roman Catholic Church, 
or marry a Catholic. 

An annuity of $7,200 to Doris J. Hol- 
comb of Rome, Ga., who is not men- 
bp as next of kin, is provided for 

if she does not marry. She inherits a 
$10,000 legacy in addition and gets all 
personal effects in Mr. Hill’s villa at 
Palm Beach. 

Mrs. Susie R. Hill, the testator’s 
mother, of Sagamore, Mich., gets a 
$5,000 annuity. 

The document explains that the re- 
siduary estate includes “any or all 
property now in, or subsequent to, a 
part of a certain trust per a certain 
trust agreement’”’ between the estator 
and the Central Union Trust Company, 
made April 16, 1925. The value or 
purpose of the fund was not made 
known. Aside from the question of 
the disposition of one-half of the re- 
siduary estate the attorneys are puz- 
zled as to whether the annuities are 
to be’ pala from the residuary estate 
or from the funds to be set aside be- 
fore determinnig the residuary estate. 

The will was made Oct. 8, 1925.

Sawed-Off Billiard Cues and Gas 


Pipes Used in Melee—Each Side 
Says Other. Hiréd. Thugs. 


Six men ‘were arrested ani. two de- 
tectives of the industrial squad in- 
jured so as to require medical treat- 
ment in a general: fight yesterday 
morning at Highth Avenue and Thirty- 
sixth Street. When the fight started, 
shortly after 9 o’clock, two factions of 
the ladies’ garment industry were 
aligned against each. other and when 
the police entered the lines a three- 
cornered affair developed. In Jeffer- 
son Market Court where the six men 
were arraigned on charges of isor- 
derly conduct, one was sentenced to 
jail for thirty days and the other five 
were found guilty, although judgment 
was suspended. 

Sawed-off billiard cues and 
pipes, clubs, door springs and knives 
were used in the mélée, but whether 
serious injury. was inflicted could not 
be. determined, as most of the - war- 
riors fled when the police arrived. A 
small band remained to battle with 
the police in an attempt to release 
their companions under arrest. It was 
estimated that about 100 took part in 
the fight, the second to be staged at 
that spot during the week. 

Charges were made by leaders of 
both factions yesterday afternoon that 
thugs and gangsters were said to have 
been imported to harass workers and 
strike pickets. The version given by 
Morris Sigman of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’’ Union, -r 
Right faction, was that thugs em- 
ployed by the Joint Board of the Left 
faction, attacked men on their way to 
work, battering heads with their 
weapons as they went. 

Louis Hyman of the Left. Wing. gave 
another version. Men were picketing 
the dress shop of I. M. Raffer, he said, 
walking peacefully about, when ene- 
mies from the other side started the 
trouble. 

Acting Lieutenant John Broderick, 
with Detectives Radidsky, Curley, 
O’Donnell, Coleman and Josephs, made 
the arrests, Radidsky later being treat- 
ed for a fractured wrist and O’Donnell 
a gash on his right ind2x finger, 
which looked like a tooth mark. Davis 
Weintraub of 561 Cauldwell Avenue, 
the Bronx, one of, the men arrested, 
was treated for a scalp wound. Others 
arrested were Albert Julio ef 328 
Forty-fourth Street, Brooklyn, who 
was jailed for thirty days because he 
had a police record; Joseph Miller of 
420 East Thirteenth . Street, Michael 
Morris of 188 East Third Street, An- 
thony Bulo of East Eleventh Street 
and Nicholas Peidik of 262 West 
Twenty-second Street. 

Young women employed in the white 

goods manufacturing line met at 
Beethoven Hall last evening and dis- 
cussed terms to be submitted to their 
employers. Details will be announced 
today at the offices of the Inter- 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, 3 West Sixteenth Street. 
- At a meeting of 1,500 foremen of 
garment factories, affiliated with the 
left wing, at Manhattan Casino last 
evening it was voted to require every 
workman in their factories to register 
with the Joint Board of the Cloak- 
makers’ Union, the official body of the 
left wing. This step was taken follow- 
ing similar action by the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union, the 
official body of the right wing.
